cycle Road Race

/Forty-Eight Finished and 


There Were Fifty Prizes, 


Many Riders Were Thrown 
and Some Injured, 


The twelve mile handicap road bicycle 
race was the principal attraction in the 
centre Monday morning and it was 
witnessed by a largecrowd. Many of the 
participants in the race came from out of 
town and as they brought their friends with 
them the square was full of bicycle enthu- 
siasts, the crowd that gatbered at the 
starting point numbering thousands, Not 
only was there a crowd there but all along 
the route the sidewalks were lined with 
man, women and children who anxiously 
awaited the appearance of the riders. 

The race as a whole was not as success- 
ful as was expected, as the heavy rain of 
Sunday night had put the streets in a 
horribie condition, and so muddy were 
they at the hour announced for the race to 
start that it was proposed to postpone it. 
This the riders, especially those from out 
of town, objected to, and it was decided 
to start the race. 

The race was characterized by many 
mishaps and few of the riders escaped a 
rollinthe mud. This alone would have 
been bad enough but many were cut about 
the limbs and face by their falls, and that 
none were seriously injured is a wonderj 
But as itis there are many who will be 
sore and lame for some days, and there are 
others who will have to lay out considerable 
on their wheels before they will be able to 
ride them again. But then that is only 
one of the pleasures of bicycle racing. 

It was eleven o'clock and after when the 
riders lined up in front of the Insurance 
office for the start, the route having been 
reversed, There were something like one 
handred and sixty entries but there were 
but fifty-seven to start. Here came the

He 
has headquarters in one city, and a 
‘branch’ in several cities. He employs 
numerous sub-agents who traverse the 
territory of the local dealer. He cuts the 
life out of the trade of the latter by paring 
his commission and compelling the manu- 
facturer to stand a shave or turn down the 
business, We regret to say that nowadays 
manufatturers can readily be found who 
will accept orders for work from this

GAMBLER’S DUAL LIFE. 


“Colonel” Blanchard and “ Big Bill 
Leggett” Were Same Person, 


Fortune Goes to His Brother, 
Once a Ragman. 


Romantic Story of Man Who Was Well Known 
In New England. 


Boston, June 2.—The affairs of Will- 
fam L. Blanchard, known in Boston, 
Portland and New York as Colonel Blan- 
chard, the gambler and faro man, andin 
South Braintree, as “Big Bill Leggett,” 
the shovel welder in the Ames foundry 
many years ago, will be settled by Ref- 
eree Rastus H. Ranson in New York 
today, and his estate will go to his broth- 
er, Thomas Leggett, who is also known 
in Boston and has relatives in South 
Braintree, but who up to the time of 
his good fortune pushed a cart around 
the streets of New York as a collector 
of old rags 

Blanchard died about a year ago at 
Oceanic, N. Y., leaving an estate of be- 
tween $70,000 and $80,000, but it was only 
last February that Lawyer George A. 
Smith succeeded in finding the heirs. 
The dead gambler left no will, but he 
provided for a number of people in such 
a@ way that they received large sums of 
money as soon as his death was an- 
nounced Among these were several 
friends of Blanchard living in the vici- 
nity of Boston, one of them a woman 
living a few miles out in the suburbs, 
whom Blanchard at one time wanted to 
marry, but who threw him off when she 
learned he was a gambler 

He was a most remarkable man. He 
was known in Boston by all the old sports 
and gamblers as William L. Blanchard, 
and was usually referred to as the col- 
onel. hen he died he was 8 years old. 
In South Braintree, where the “colonel” 
was an occasional visitor, people greeted 
him as “Big Bill Leggett.” It was 
while in South Braintree, in 1861, that he 
joined company C of the Fourth Mas- 
sachusetts infantry and went to the front 
asathree-months’ man. He never lived 
there again, but he visited his friends 
often and they welcomed him as a suc- 
cessful business man, member of the 
New York Consolidated Stock and Petro- 
leum Exchange, 33rd degree Mason and 


hail fellow well met. They did not 
know he was Colonel Blanchard, the 
gambler, and that the money he dis- 


played so lavishly was earned at night 
much of it from wealthy men whom he 
met at their summer homes and fashion- 
able clubs, and with whom he would not 
play cards until they coaxed him and 
apparently shamed him into it. 

Then Blanchard would play. He al- 
ways entered the game when the pot 
was largest, and when he had won ev- 
erything in sight invariably received a 
telegram from somewhere which made 
it necessary for him to depart on urgent 
business. He made thousands of dol- 
lars in this way, and those from whom 
he won never suspected that he was any- 
thing more than he pretended to be-a 
wealthy man, who played for the fun 
there was in it. 

Blanchard was a splendid looking man 
of striking personality, 6 feet 5 inches In 
height, welghing about 250 pounds. He 
@ressed plainly, but with the best the 
tailor could give him. He was proud of 
his appearance, his physique and man- 
ners, and he took every precaution to 
keep from the public, and even some of 
his most intimate friends, his real chaz- 
acter and business. 

This is the only reason known for his 
change of name. He tried to make peo- 
ple believe that he was the scapegoat 
of an aristocratic family, and, while 
his brother was pushing a ragman’s 
eart through the streets of New York, 
Blanchard told his friends stories about 
a sister who married, he said, a million- 
aire, living on Fifth avenue, New York. 
She would not recognize him, her scape- 
goat brother, he was wont to remark. 

His was a double life such as we read 
about in novels, and when death came 
to him at Oceanic, where he had gone 
to get over the effects of a long de- 
bauch, the plot had developed to sucha 
point that it seemed it would requirea 
Dickens to unravel it. This work, how- 
ever, fell to Lawyer George A. Smythe 
of Boston, and yesterday he saw the end 
of his labors, matters having been 
straightened out so that the property 
will come into the possession of its legal 
owners. 


COW WAS TUBERCULOUS. 


Three Children Dead and Three Dying In One 
Family From Consumption. 

Bangor, Me., June 2.—Dr. G. H. Bailey, 
state veterinarian, has returned from a 
visit to Bluehill and other towns in Han- 
cock county, after investigating a case 
of tuberculosis and its resultant effects 
in the family of Luther Bridges. 

Bridges has had a cow four years, and 
his family and nine children, all under 
17 years of age, with one exception, have 
used the milk, and while heretofore they 
have been quite well they have always 
been emaciated and poorly nourished. 
Five of them have recently had tuber- 
cular pneumonia, and three died in as 
many days, and three others lie at the 
point of death now. 

The cow was killed, and Dr. Bailey 
states that the animal had the worst 
tase of tuberculosis that has ever come 
to his notice. The little girl, the only 
child having an aversion to milk and not 
drinking any, is strong and appears to 
enjoy the best of health. 


No Demand For Wool, 

Boston, June 2.—The demand for wool 
in the mnarket here this week has been 
almost nothing, and this dullness in the 
market has tended to Weaken the hold- 
ers of the raw material, and’if a buyer 
was disposed to operate he could get 
lower prices on nearly any kind of do- 
mestic, as well as most kinds of foreign 
wools. Domestic and territory wools 
are largely nominal in price for all kinds. 
Australian wools are meeting with some 
spot call, and are being taken to some 
extent on delivery of former sales. 


Michael and McDuffie Matched. 

Boston, June 2.—D. C. Shafer, for 
Jimmy Michael and Eddle McDuffee, 
has signed articles for a 15-mile match 
race, with standing start, to be run at 
Charles River park on June 17. The 
purse will be $1000, with a side bet of 
$250. It is stipulated that each party 


shall furnish his own pacemakers, and 
pacemaking machines, the number of 
which is to be unlimited. It is agreed 
that each man Is to follow his own pace- 
makers, making no effort to take the 
pace away from his opponent, although 
it will be allowable for either contes- 
tant to drop his own pacemakers and 
take pace from the rear wheel of his con- 
testant, in the event that he so wishes.

Hartford, June 2.—An interesting wed- 
ding took place yesterday at the resi- 
dence of Mr. and Mrs. E. J. Hoadley, 
the bride being the mother of Mrs. Hoad- 
ley and widow of A. A. Lufkin of Wal- 
nut Hill, Me.

band. The ceremony was performed by 
Rev. W. W. Raney of the Park church,

| Petitions. 


A petition was received that Russell 
| Park be accepted as a public way. To 
| Committee on Streets, 

A petition was received from W. P. 
Martin for State aid, and also several 
petitions for licenses. 
| Reports of Committees. 


The Committee on Ordinances reported 
|the street watering order a3 properly 
|engrossed, and it was passed to be 
ordained. 

The Committee on Legislative matters 
reported no legislation necessary on the 
petitions in regard to licensing peddlers. 
Adopted. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order laying out Miller’s Stile road as a 
public way and appropriating $1200 for 
| laying out the grade and building a stone 
arch bridge. To Committee on Finance. 

The Committee on Streets offered a 
majority order granting the Quincy & 
Boston street railway to a location. 
Squantum via Sagamore street, Newbury, 
Atlantic avenue, and Squantum streets. 
Councilman Parker offered a minority 
report signed by Councilman Parker, 
Swithin and Murray, substituting Billings 
street in place of Atlantic street. He 
moved the substitute as ap amendment to 
the report. 

Councilman Parker in support of the 
minority report said. The committee gave 
the railroad leave ‘o withdraw on its peti- 


tion for a location through Prospect street. 


as it was thought the road should pass the 
stores. Before the second petition was 
handed in the chairman of the Committee 
on Streets without authority of the com- 
mittee went to the railroad and requested 
them to put Atlantic street in their peti- 
tion. No councilmen from that ward were 
consulted. At the first hearing Mr. Read 
objected to the railroad upon any ground, 
then he switched off to Atlantic street. At 
the second hearing he was the principal 
remonstrant. 

He stated that there was more curvature 
in turning into Billings street than there 
would be into Atlantic street, when the fact 
is that both would be the same. Then he 
said Mr. Pope would give twenty feet of 
his land. But fortunately Mr. Pope was 
present to correct him. He stated that the 
name of J. J. Clean was on the petition 
which was false as the name was J. J. 
Chisholm. He stated that he had a letter 
from Mr, Beckford objecting to Billings 
street, but had left it in his office. You 
will find among the papers here a letter 
from Mr, Beckford stating that he desires 
the road to go through Billings street. 
On Billings street between Newbury ave 
nue and Squantum street there was 41 per 
cent. by frontage who favored Billings 
street, and on Atlantic street there was 
97 per cent. who opposed the location on 
Atlantic street. Squantom street is of 
uniform width. Atlantic street was much 
better for driving purposes, and Billings 
street was as direct as Atlantic street was. 
He hoped the minority report would be 
accepted. 

Councilman Badger favored the minority 
report. Atlantic street has no cross streets 
and wou'dghut out a large territory. The 
people want the road, The little widening 
of Sjuantum street should not stand in the 
way. 


Councilman Nickerson said he was not 


aware that he was answerable to any 
councilman for any individual acts, The 
railroad were anxious fora location and 
the suggestion was made that both streets 
be put into the petition. He was satisfied 
that Atlantic street was the proper place. 
If you want to develope Atlantic you want 
the road on Atlantic street, Why should 
the Council undergo the expense of widen- 
ing Squantam street ? The boulevard was 
as likely not to go through Atlantic street 
a3 it is to go there, 

Councilman Little said he only had the 
city’s interest in mind. He bad not been 
influenced by Mr. Reed, but thonght 
Atlantic street the best location. He went 
over both proposed routes Monday and did 
not think Reed’s trees would be injured. 


The opinion of people from that ward 
should have some weight. 

Councilman Edwards favored Billings 
street as it would reach the people. 
Squantum street should be widened by 
railroad. He moved to amend by adding 
that Squantum street between Billings and 
Atlantic streets be widened to 40 feet by 
the railroad. 

Councilman Field said, as he understood 
it, the chairman was instructed to do as he 
haddone. He did not know what we 
wanted the railroad to Squantum for any- 
way. Why should we give away our 
streets and lay ourselves liable to a large 
expense? If we are to locate the railroad 
it should be on Atlantic street. 

Councilman Sprague said if it was good 
investment to build a road to Squantum 
for people there it was good for the city. 
He said it was customary to put railways 
on thoroughfares, and Atlantic street was 
regarded as such. 

Councilman Poland favored the minority 
report, Atlantic street has no cross streets 
and to get to the road would require a walk 
to the square from south of Billings street. 
As to the widening of Squantum street it 
would only be a short time before it would 
have to be widened in any event. 

Councilman Anderson had looked into 
the matter and thought it would be a 
mistake to locate the road on Atlantic 
street, That section of Squantum street 
has got to be widened at no distant date. 
Billings street was not the best location, 
but all things considered he should vote to 
locate it there. 

The minority report was then adopted. 

The amendment of Councilman Edwards 
that Company should widen Squantum 
street, was defeated by a vote of 13 to 7. 

Councilman Nickerson moved a recon- 
sideration of the vote adopting the minority 
report. Motion lost. 

The report was then ordered to its second 


reading. 
The Tarnout. 


The order granting the Quincy & Boston 
street railway a location for a turnout on 
Hancock street near Cottage avenue pro- 
viding the company pave from curb to 
curb, took its second reading and was 
referred to the Committee on Ordinances. 

Upon motion of Councilman Anderson 
the reference was withdrawn. 

Councilman Badger moved to strike out 
the paving clause. The double tracking, 
one of the biggest improvements ever con- 
templated was defeated by a similar 
restriction, and it would be so in this case. 

Councilman Field was satisfied now that 
the company could pave the street if it 
desired as was being done on Hancock 
street, and he believed they should. 

Councilman Pinkham was called to the 
cbair. 

President Bryant said we were facing the 
old issue as at the time of the double track- 
ing order. The street should be paved at 
the proposed turnout. We who use the 
streets have some rights. Franchises were 
worth considerable to street railway com- 
panies, and Council should be careful how 
it voles away the rights of the people whom 
it is sent here to protect. The street rail- 
way could find way to pave at turnout as 
on Hancock street. 

Councilman Anderson agreed in part. 
The company had valuable privileges. 
Didn't think Quincy and Boston would 
object to cost, but to principle. Ought not 
to insist upon paving if it would kill turn- 
out. We should encourage the Quincy 
Real Estate Trust, which has courage to 
build a large hall, Believed company 
would not accept if required to pave. 

President Bryant asked how he knew ? 

Councilman Anderson said the president 
and superintendent had told him so. 

Councilman McGrath thonght Council 
should know if this was so. Thought 
railway ought to pave, but would waive 
this to get turnout. 

Councilmen Bryant and Field further 
opposed amendment. 

Councilman McGrath asked if paving on 
Hancock street was done of own accord or 
on condition. 

Councilman Bryant said “‘ on condition” 
and explained that company was required 
to pat the part vacated in as good condi- 
tion as the new location before the taking. 

Councilman Sprague had heard favorable 
comment on the way work was being done 
on Hancock street, and said the street wou'd 
be improved. Believed company would see 
necessity of paving at turnout, but was 
willing to strike out requirement. 

Councilman Geary said it was generally 
admitted the street should be paved. If 
assured the company would do it he would 
vote to strike out clause. Moved to lay 
on table for conference. 

Councilmen Sprague and Field opposed 
and Councilman Little favored. 

The motion was lost, also the amend- 
ment to strike out paving. Upon a rising 
vote for verification the vote was 8 to 12, 

Upon roll call the order was unani- 
mously passed 20 to 0, 

Adjourned at 9.55.

London, June 2.—Eastern affairs ap- 
pear to have reached the drifting stage. 
The exact position as to the armistice 
negotiations is not yetclear. Evidently 
it is the object of Turkey to create de- 
lays and to discover any latent weakness 
in the European concert. 

During the councils of the ministers 
at the yildiz kiosk, the peace conditions 
have certainly been discussed, but all 
mention of Thessaly is studiously avoid- 
ed. The assumption seems to be that 
Thessaly belongs to Turkey by con- 
guest, and there is nothing more to be 
raid on the subject. The powers will 
have to show a united and very ener- 
getic front before the sultan will re- 
cede from this position. In the mean- 
time, in order to remove the impression 
that she rejects all the peace proposals, 
Greece has sent another note to her rep- 
resentatives abroad, repeating that she 
is prepared to acquiesce in the decisions 
of the powers, but that the payment of 
@ large indemnity is impossible. 

Queen Olga and Princess Sophia left 
Athens by the royal yacht en route for 
the camp of the crown prince, to par- 
ticlpate in the celebration of the an- 
niversary of his name day. It ig re- 
ported in some quarters that the crown 
prince will shortly sail for London. 

Edhem Pasha, having sent the alde- 
de-camp, whom the sultan appointed to 
watch him, back to Constantinople, 
under escort as a spy, the officer was 
forthwith promoted by the sultan. 

It is expected that the representatives 
ot the two armies will meet today to 
sign an extention of the armistice. 

Monday night the Cretan insurgents 
furiously attacked Hierapetra. The 
French and Italian warships bom- 
barded the positions of the assailants, 
causing considerable loss to the insur- 
gents. 

A dispatch to The Times from Con- 
stantinople says there is strong reason 
for believing that Bulgaria is exerting 
a strong influence to induce the sultan 
to transform Macedonia into an au- 
tonomous province under an imperial 
prince. 


War by Starvation Continued. 

Havana, June 2.—A decree issued by 
Captain General Weyler, dated Sancti 
Spiritus, May 27, was published here 
yesterday.

West Point’s Oldest Graduate Dead, 

New York, June 2.—A special to The 
Journal from Richmond says: Gen- 
eral Daniel Ruggles, probably the old- 
est graduate of West Point in the coun- 
try, died yesterday at his home in 
Fredericksburg. Deceased was 88 years 
of age. He served through the Mex- 
fcan war and rose to the rank of brevet 
lieutenant colonel. He served in the 
Confederate army, and was a major 
general in the Southwest. General 
Ruggles graduated from West Point in 
1832. Since the war he has been a mem- 
ber of the board of visitors of that in- 
stitution. Deceased was born in Berne, 
Mass. 

Luetgert Ueld Without Ball, 

Chicago, June 2.—Adolph Luetgert, 
the rich sausage maker, charged with 
the murder of his wife, has been held 
for the grand jury without bail.

Mr. D. Vinton Pierce who took the 
census of school children this year for the 
School Committee has completed his 
labors, and has madeareport. He finds 
that there are in the city of school age 
(five to fourteen years inclusive) 4720 
children, divided by ages and wards as 
follows :

The school census this year for the first 
time was taken by wards. Previously it 
bas been upon the old town lines as 
districts. This will account for the 
apparent large loss in Wards Three and 
Four and the large gain in Wards Two and 
Five. While the centre as Ward One 
remains about the same. 

By the old districts Albertina, Jackson 
Lane, Clark, Garfield, Kidder, Quarry, 
Smith and Center streets were taken in the 
West District. By wards the West loses 
Albertina, Jackson, Clark, Garfi-l! and 
Kidder and a part of Quarry, Center and 
Smith streets to Ward Three. The West 
also loses part of Adams street to Ward 
Five, and also cff Adams street to Ward 
One.

Walnut, Washington and Elm streets. 

Ward Six loses a few in the Downs 
district to Ward Five and gains nothing 
from any other Ward. 

Ward Four and Six lose to other 
wards without any gain from the other 
wards, while Ward Two gains largely from 
both One and Three without losing to any 
other ward.

shot by a gang of negroes; Reason Egg, 
white, shot by deputy constable, extent 
of injuries not known; Constable C. 
E. Edge, badly cut. 

The trouble began Sunday night when 
@ party of three or four negroes attacked 
two white men, Jesse Nickels and J. 
R. Hodges. Nickles was cut by the 
negroes. Warrants had been issued for 
the negroes on Monday, but they de- 
clared that they would not be arrested. 
Reason Egg, white, helped them re- 
sist arrest, and when the officers went 
to the scene, Reason Egg attacked Con- 
stable Edge with a knife, and inflicted 
@ dangerous injury, the constable suc- 
ceeded in arresting Reason Egg after 
shooting him in the arm. 

Monday night, one of the negroes, 
Will Gaylord, who had participated in 
the riots, was taken from his home by 
@ mob, supposed to be composed of 
white men, and after being stripped, was 
tled to a post and beaten into insen- 
sibility. He was alive, but was un- 
conscious, and has since died. The 
whole county is stirred up and further 
outbreaks are looked for at any moment. 
A posse of citizens from this place, in- 
cluding Deputy Prosecuting Attorney 
Tom D. Brooks, have gone to the scene 
of the trouble, and further developments 
are being anxiously awaited.

M’KINLEY AN OPTIMIST 


———- 


His Address to Business Men Full of 
Hope and Confidence. 


Notable Gathering at Banquet 
at Philadelphia Bourse. 


Nearly Fifteen Hundred Commercial Leaders 
and Dignitaries Assembled. 


Philadelphia, June 3.—In the great ex- 
change room of the bourse, last night, 
the commercial leaders of the Western 
Hemisphere assembled at what was 
probably the most notable banquet of 
its kind ever given on this continent. It 
Was notable not only in point of num- 
ber—nearly 1500 persons participating— 
but in the distinction of the guests.

President McKinley was there, and he 
spoke to the assembly. Seated also at 
the table of honor were Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson, Attorney General 
McKenna, Congressmen Dingley, Dal- 
zell, Grosvenor, Heatwold and Tawney, 
the ministers from Mexico, Brazil, Chili, 
Argentine, Venezuela and other South 
American governments. The Chinese 
niinister and a number of other eminent 
officials of the Capitol. 

Owing to the number of guests nearly 
an hour was occupied in getting them 
seated, and almost immediately after 
this had been accomplished a great 
shout from the eastern end of the hall 
announced the arrival of the presidential 
party. 

Escorted by Mayor Warwick and Dr. 
William Pepper, president of the Com- 
mercial museums, and followed by Sec- 
retary Porter, the cabinet officers and 
foreign ministers, the executive passed 
to his seat amid a storm of cheers. 

President McKinley sat at the right of 
the presiding officer, Dr. Pepper, and on 
his other side sat Theodore C. Learch. 
The secretary of agriculture, the at- 
torney general, Mayor Strong of New 
York, Mayor Warwick and a number of 


the foreign ministers occupied the same | 


table. 

Governor Hastings opened the list of 
toastmaking by responding to “A Wel- 
come From Pennsylvania.” Theodore 
O. Learch followed with “Our Manufac- 
turing Industries,” the Brazilian minis- 
ter spoke, and ex-Secretary Olney then 
responded to “International Law.” The 
ex-secretary said in part: 

“I hasten to say that I have taken some 
pains to be here at this time, because I 
heartily sympathize with the objects of 
the Philadelphia museums, and have en- 
tire faith in their accomplishing great 
results. Your museums are but a de- 
vice by which, for practical purposes, 
fureign countries come to us instead of 
us going to them, by which their raw 
materials and their manufactures and 
the crucial facts respecting them are 
brought to our doors for our information 
and examination, instead of having to 
be sought by expensive journeying to 
other lands. If the American man of 
business wants all the world for his cus- 
tomers, another thing he wants almost 
as badly is to reach them with his wares 
without necessary dependence upon the 
marine of any foreign state. He wants 
to conduct his foreign trade in Ameri- 
can bottoms under the American flag. 
He wants to feel that the more he ex- 
ports and the more he imports, the more 
he is building up what should be the 
most important industry of the country.” 

The Chinese minister answered to 
“The Orient,” and then followed Presi- 
dent McKinley's speech in response to 
the toast, “The President of the United 
States.” He said: 

President McKinley's Address. 

“Mr. Toastmaster, gentlemen of the 
Manufacturers’ club and delegates to 
the international convention: 

“Ladies and gentlemen: For the 
cordiality of your reception I am indeed 
grateful, although from my recent ex 
perience in this great elty it is not sur- 
prising. A recent visit to your city gave 
me an opportunity to feel the warm heart 
touch of the people of Philadelphia ana 
to enjoy their hospitality. I must tell 
you that from first to last I have been 
deeply impressed with the scenes wit- 
nessed in Philadelphia today. I have 
seen the remarkable Spectacle of the 
representatives of all the American re- 
publics with the products of their skill 
and their soil in one great warehouse 
The first great convention of these re- 
-publics was organized by the diplomac 
of that splendid American, Jameg G. 
Blaine. Seven years ago he brought the 
governments of this continent together 
and taught the doctrine that general 
reciprocity in trade required reciprocit 
of information. And it was his penhae 
with that of many gentlemen [ see 
around this board tonight, that origin 
ated the bureau of American menmiiie 
located in tlee capital city, which has 
already done much good, and which I 
believe will yet play an important part 
in our trade relations with the govern- 
ments supporting it, My fellow cit}- 
zens, there is no motive to make a pro- 
duct if you can’t find somebody to tak 
it.

HER HAIR TURNED QRAY. 


Trying Experience of a Lone Woman In an 
Isolated Lighthouse, 

Boston, June 4—A special to The 
Transcript from North Sydney, C. B., 
says: A tragic story from the lonely 
lighthouse on Great Bird rock, far outin 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 50 miles north- 
east of the Magdalen islands, has been 
brought here by the schooner Rob Roy, 
just in from the islands, The supply 
steamer of the Dominion government, 
which visits the lighthouse quarterly, 
called at the rock on May 5, The only 
person there was the wife of the light- 
house keeper, Angus C. Campbell. 

Campbell and tsvo seal hunters had 
been carried out to sea on the ice three 
months ago, and probably perished. Mrs. 
Campbell ever since has kept her lonely 
vigil on the rock tending the lights 
nightly and watching for her husband 
by day. 


The skipper of the supply steamer 
asked Mrs. Campbell how she -.anaged 
to get through the winter. ne said: 
“I can hardly tell. I know tl I have 
kept the light burning. It wa . dread- 
ful experience all alone on ge wck. I 
might just es well have beeni hemid- 
dle of the Atlantic sofarasth rospect 
of getting relief was conce :d, Al- 
though I have plenty of provi ns,Ido 
not think I have eaten more ian one 
meal a day. My hair has tu :d gray. 
I have seen no living things rept sea 
birds and seals. I fancy Iwi just be- 
ginning to go crazy when you _.me.” 


Decision Affecting Bequests. 

Portland, Me., June 4.—An important 
decision affecting a bequest made by the 
late Ira P. Farrington of this city has 
been handed down by the supreme court. 
By Mr. Farrington’s will two-thirds of 
the residuary estate, after certain be- 
quests were paid, was to go to the Maine 
eye and ear Infirmary of this city, to be 
devoted to charitable purposes. Mr. 
Farrington's heirs at law brought a bill 
in equity to restrain the executors from 
paying the legacy to the infirmary, on 
the ground chiefly that by law the in- 
firmary could not hold property in ex 
cess of $100,000. They asked that the 
property so devised be distributed 
@mong the heirs. The defense contended 
that no one but the state could raise the 
point, and that the heirs had no stand- 
ing in court in this matter. The law 
court has just rendered a decision sus- 
taining the contention of the defense. 
The amount involved is about $200,000. 
Chief Justice Pev.ers drew the opinion.

Nashua, N. H., June 4.—The most im- 
portant stock sale that ever occurred in 
this city took place yesterday afternoon 
for the purpose of raising a part of the 10 
per cent dividend to be paid the depos- 
itors of the Nashua Savings bank on 
July 15.

purposes. ‘The price they sell for here is 
not controlled by any honest margin of 
profit on the selling price in Scotland, but 
is simply placed low enough to just beat 
the salesman of American granites.

The letter is as follows: 

New York, May 28, 1897. 

My Dear SENATOR: You will be 
contereing @ great favor and earning the 
everlasting gratitude of the stone cutters 
and manufacturers of New England if you 
succeed in increasing the tariff on finished 
work to a point where American labor can 
compete with the foreign product. There 
are only a few concerns in the United 
States who make it a business of import- 
ing, and the majority of those have little 
or no financial standing; and any state- 
ments made by them as to hardships im- 


posed upon them by increase of tariff are 
of no importance as compared with the 


| other side of the question. 


There are about 15,000 stonecutters in 
the United States, and 10,000 of those men 
are employed in New Eogland. The 
granite centers, such as Quincy, Barre, 
Coneord, and Westerly, have suffered 
severely during the past few years of hard 
times; and the small work, such as head- 
stones and small montments costing from 
$100 to $500, on which the smal! manufac- 
tures have been depending for their work,

A letter from the Concord Commercial 
Club also appears in the Record indorsing 
action of granite manufacturers, 

Mr. GALLINGER. I will read a letter 
received a short time ago from T. P. Sualli- 
van, of Concord, N. H., who has had very 
large experience in the matter of manu- 
facturing granite, but who is not now in 
He writes me as follows : 
ConcorD, N. H., May 10, 1897, 


My Dear SENATOR: Your favor of 
the 6th is at hand; also a copy of the 
Dingiey amended tariff bill, I would say 
that of course I am interested in the 
granite end of it, although I am entirely 
out of the business ; but nevertheless J am 
interested in every item in the bill that 
keeps United States dollars to be spent in 


costs on manufactured granite when 
offered for importation into this country, 
and I presume the same defect will be 
found in connection with every other 
article that is imported on an ad valorem 
duty. The granite cutters in this country 
get from $2 60 per diem to, say $3, at an 
average. The grades run in about that 
line. The same grades in Scotland would 
run at from 90 cents to $1 25 per day, and 
50 per cent. of duty will not protect us by 
any means. 

Today granite is not a product of any 
particular section of our country. Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, Colorado, Missouri, Georgia 
the Carolinas are in fact greater granite 
states than either of our New England 
states, and in either can be found as fine a 
granite as can be found anywhere. And 
with such a vast field to compete from, I 
don’t understand why we should havea 
single foreign granite monument in our 
country. If the same conditions existed in 
any country of Europe as to other products 
the United States could not sell a single 
|dollar’s worth there. There are granite 
| dealers in every section of our country try- 
ing to establish business, and these people 
should be given all the aid possible. 

The Brady monument in Atlanta shows 
as fine a class of granite as can be found in 
the world. Virginia, from Petersburg to 
Fredericksburg, can show as fine and as 
| varied granites as can be found, and in al 
| those places men are struggling to establish 
|a business, and I cannot see why the 
farmer or the millionaire who erj>ys the 
privilege of making money and selling his 
goods in the best market of the world 
should not be compelled to buy his goods 
in that same market. 

In view of the combinations in Scotland 
and the United States, and in view of the 
easy way goods can be sent at a reduced 
value, and they can beat our market if the 
price was placed at 80 per cent. ad valorem, 
and it should not be put at any less. You 
will find nobody to oppose it, excepting the 
middiemen, who manipulate invoices and 
prices in this country, and the paid 
attorneys or lobbyists from the millionaire 
Scotch granite dealers. I remain yours,

That, Mr. President, is expert testimony 
from a man of thorough American 
instincts, and whose sole interest is for the 
welfare of American producers and labor- 
ing men. His words cirry infinitely more 
weight than that of importers who desire 
to break down the American market so 
that they can sell imported monuments, 
From the accompanying comparative 
tables, which I desire to submit, it will be 
;seen that the manufacturers of granite 
work and their workmen, to be fairly pro- 
tected against the low wages paid abroad, 
are entitled toa duty of 100 per cent. ad 
valorem placed on finished granite to 
equalize the cost of labor. If the proposed 
duty remains, it would be but fair to 
make a compound duty adding say fifteen 
or twenty cents per cubic foot to the ad 
| valorem duty. Even that would only 
partially protect the American manu- 
facturer, but it would be a great help, and 
I shall hope that the committee of con- 
ference may revise the rates as I suggest.

for Acts' as Official. 


Ansel O. Clark, chairman of the board 
of selectmen of Braintree, was arraigned 
in court this morning, upon complaint of 
Edward B. Patnam of the State Police, 
for violating the law relative to the employ- 
ment of labor which says that nine hours 
shall constitute a day’s work by employes 
of corporations.

ation.

THE GRANITE DUTY 


Congressional Report of De- 
hate in Senate,

CONTINUED. 

I wish to have printed in connection 
with my remarks the comparative tables to 
which I bave alluded, and which have 
been furnished by the Granite Manufac- 
turers’ Association of Quincy, Mass., 
showing the relative cost of granite monu- 
ments in Scotland and in this country, and 
the rate of duty required to equalize the 
from which it will be seen that in 
almost every instance it would reguire 100 


cost, 


per cent. upon finished granite to equalize 
the labor cost between this country and 
Scotland, from which latter country so 
many of our monuments 
brought. 

The statement referred to appears in the 
Record. 

MR. GALLINGER. A little time ago a 
resident of my own city, who was born in 
Sweden and from whicb country he recent- 
ly came after a visit of several weeks, 
stated as an absolute fact, which he de- 
termined from inquiry and observation 
while in his native land, that quarrymen 
in Sweden, from which some granite is 
coming to this country, are working four- 
teen hours a day for 39 cents, and that the 
stonecutters are working twelve hours a 
day for 87 cents. He made a comparison 
of those wages with the wages paid in 
Concord, N. H., Barre, Vt., Quincy, Mass., 
and other large granite centers, and it 
appears that in Concord and the other 
places they are paying for nine hours’ labor 
$1.80 a day as against 59 cents a day 
Sweden for fourteen hours,

Mr. President, I do not intend to delay 
| the Senate, although mach other valuable 
| information could be farnished on this 
subject. My own judgment is that the 
proposed duty of 5) per cent, whieh the 
Finance suggested, 
while larger than the House rate, is en- 
tirely inadequate; and if I 
extremely anxious to have the bill passed, 
believing that it will tend to relieve the 
business distress that has overtaken almo t 
every American industry, I should be 
inclined to make a contest for a larger 
rate. For this reason I will forbear offer- 
ing an amendment, but will repeat the 
hope that when the bill gets into confer- 
ence, the granite interests of this country 
may be better protected than they are 
even by the Senate amendment, to the end 
that the men who are engaged in this great 
industry in the United States may be fully 
and adequately protected from the cheaper 
labor of foreign countries. That is all the 
American granite manufacturers ask, and 
their demand is both reasonable and just. 

MR. MILLS. Mr. President, I under- 
stood my friend, the Senator from Massa- 
chusetts, [Mr. Lodge] to say a while ago 
that the labor cost in this work is twice as 
great in the United States as in foreign 
couutries, Therefore, he justified the high 
rate imposed by the pending bill for the 
equalization of the difference in labor cost 
of the foreign and the domestic product. 
I find by our census returns, as to marble 
and stonejwork, in the Uaited States, that 
the labor cost in 1890 was $41.58 in every 
$100 worth of product, and as to limestone, 
$46 61. 

Now if these two sums are donble the 
labor cost in foreign countries, $25 in the 
$100, or 25 per cent., would cover the 
difference; but the amount given, at $46.61 
and $41.58, would cover the entire labor 
cost. So forty per cent. in the bill would 
cover the entire labor cost. It would 
cover not only the difference, but it 
would make a present to the manufact- 
urersof marble and stone and limestone 
—they are all in the schedule. The 
Government would give to those |par- 
ties a sum amply sullicient to cover all 
their labor—not the difference, but 
whole of it, 

My friend the Senator from New 
Hampshire [Mr. GALLINGER] said we 
ought to have 100 per cent. if I understood 
him correctly. A bundred per cent. would 
cover all cost—the cost of material, the 
cost of labor, the cost of everything. When 
we put 100 per cent. on articles which we 
purchase in a foreign country, free on 
board, which covers a margin of profit to 
tie man who is conducting the business, it 
covers the entire thing, and not the cost of 
labor only. ‘The quotation of prices of 
labor by the day amounts to nothing. We

Mr. Butler, resuming. said Mr. Chil-

| §t to the public to judge whether there 
| was indecent haste. He would, he said, 
| insist on the consideration of a measure 
| authorizing an fncome tax, before any 
| pooling bill was brought before the sen- 
ate. He declared that the pooling bill 
was in the interest of the most gigantic 
trust in existence, compared with which 
all other trusts are pigmies. The sena- 
| tor then spoke on the merits of an in- 
come tax. He pointed out the inequali- 
| ties of our present system of taxation, 
and declared that the tariff bill, when 
enacted, would impose its burdens on the 
98 per cent of poor people who were Teast 
able to bear it, while it benefitted the 
2 per cent of those who did not need as- 


sistance. 

Mr. Butler declared that if this ques- 
i tion of income tax could not be pre- 
| gented to the people then it was time 
they should know it in order that they 
| might adopt the remedy of a constitu- 
| tional convention to right the existing 
| wrongs. He warned the elements of

Nashua, N. H., June 5.—The severest 
storm in years raged in this city yester- 
Gay afternoon, and in half an hour, 1% 
inches of rain fell. The sewers could 
mot carry off the water in such quanti- 
ties and all were practically stopped up. 
Hundreds of houses were flooded and 
damage to private residences’ will 
amount to many thousands of dollars.

At Cross & Tolles lumber shop 
the engine room and cellars were so 
badly flooded that the fire department 
worked the entire afternoon pumping 
out the water.

Gas and Construction Companies Jointly Re- 
sponsible For the Accident. 

Boston, June 5.—The Massachusetts 
board of gas and electric light com- 
missioners has presented to the legisla- 
ture its report on the investigation 
which it has been holding for several 
weeks past into the explosion at the 
corner of Tremont and Boylston streets 
in this city, just before noon of March 
4 last, by which 10 persons lost their 
lives and nearly 50 were more or less 
injured. 

The report attaches responsibility to 
the Boston Gas Light company and the 
Metropolitan Construction company, 
jointly. 

Commissioner Arker, the chairman, 
and Commissioner Schaff, agreed upon 
the report, but Commissioner Gifford 
was not altogether satisfied with their 
finding, and he filed a separate report. 

This is the report of the third inves- 
tigation of the disaster. Judge Ely, af- 
ter an inquest on the death of one vic- 
tim, declared the Gaslight company re- 
sponsible. Fire Marshal Whitcomb’s re- 
Port, after an investigation, did not 
Place the blame.

June commencements are here and 
sweet girl graduates and wise young 
theologians are the first to reach the 
turning point of life—when school days 
are ended and the battle of life begins 
in earnest Baccalaureate sermons 
were preached yesterday at Andover, 


Ni wton, Lasell, West Point and several 
other places We give a synopsis of 
é€ach. 


Lasell Seminary. 

Auburndale, Mass., June 7.—The bac- 
calauréate sermon to the graduating 
class of Lasell seminary was preached 
in the Congregational church yesterday 
by Rev. C. M. Couthgate. The pews in 
the body of the church were filled with 
the fair students of the seminary, and 
on the platform were seated the mem- 
bers of the faculty Tasteful decora- 
tions added much to the attractiveness 
of the church 

“Be thou a blessing’? was the text 
taken by Rev. Dr. Southgate, and he 
preached a strong sermon to the class, 
full of practical help. 

He said in part “Young ladies, in the 
years of preparation and study, which 
you have passed through, you have fit- 
ted yourselves for the throne of a 
queenly womanhood As you go out 
upon life’s journey you feel a subtle 
pewer beckoning you forward to a new 
life, and a life with a new meaning 
This period of graduation is an epoch in 
your life My words to you are, ‘Be 
thou a blessing.” Aim high and adapt 
yourselves to the circumstances of your 
career. You will be beset by a tide of 
darkness at every turn, but t@&ke cour- 
age, make a name for yourself, and re- 
member that character, not circum- 
stances, makes success In life. 

“Let your whole life be as a priceless 
gem of the purest ray, and let your every 
act mean something, something noble 


and inspiring Again I say aim high 
You have spent years of preparation

the future, and remember each of you 
that you were created for a career, and 
let that career bea noble and a profitable 
one.”’ 


Andover Theological Seminary. 

Andover, Mass., June 7.—Anniversary 
week at Andover Theological seminary 
opened yesterday with the baccalaureate 
sermon to the graduating class by Rev. 
Dr. Willlam H. Ryder. Professor Ryder 
took his text from Matt. xiil, 51-52, and 
the theme of his discourse was: “The 
Gospel’s Appeal to the Intellect.” 

The speaker said that the gospel fs, 
“first of all, a body of truth, and must 
be presented as such. The minister 
must teach that devotion is the expres- 
sion of the convic som of truth, and such 
conviction must be deve ope d in men’s 
minds before they can be willing to 
worship. The right activitles of the 
church consist of the inculcation of the 
great truths and making them vital in 
Christian living. Ministers ought to be 
shy of the present tendency of admin- 
istering churches as complicated evan- 
gelical and social machines. 

“They should also guard against a 
presentation of the gospel, consisting of 
little except an appeal to the ardent 
emotions. The Christian minister 
should be constantly mindful of the fact 
that his first duty is to demonstrate the 
truth of the gospel.” 

There are 26 members in the graduat- 
ing class, and the principal graduating 
exercises will occur Wednesday. 


Newton Theological Seminary. 

Newton, Mass., June 7.—Commence- 
ment week at the Newton Theological 
institute began yesterday, and the open- 
ing event was the morning service at 
the Newton Centre Baptist church, when 
the baccalaureate sermon was delivered 
by Rev. George E. Horr, D. D., of Bos- 
ton, in place of the president of the in- 
stitute, Rev. Alvah Hovey, who is away 
on an extended visit. The services were 
of a simple character, and the edifice 
was crowded to the doors. The front 
pews were occupied by the theological 
students. 

Dr. Horr took for his text, John 8-2, 
“Rabbi, we know that thou art a teacher, 
come from God.” 

Dr. Horr saidin part: “This passage 
is often misconstrued. The man Nico- 
demus has often and wrongly been taken 
as a type of the secret Christian. Heis 
‘mentioned in three instances in the 
New Testament, notably at a meeting 
of the Jews, when he rises and asks if 
any man shall be judged without a hear- 
ing. He is a man of caution and sa- 
gacity and investigation, but we wonder 
at his protest in the presence of his 
peers. He is one of those men who want 
to know where they are to step before 
they take the step. 

“Like all men he was impressed by the 
teachings and revelations of Christ. 
‘he teachings that came from original 
observations, and whose sincerity is un- 
doubted. We all remember the closing 
hours of Socrats’ life, but we cannot 
contrast them with the closing hours of 
the life of Jesus without reading he- 
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tween the lines

between the ‘guessings’ of man and the 


revelations of God. 

“Another thought suggested by this 
Passage and its explanations is the af- 
finity between love and truth. What 


love does for the emotions, truth does 


for the mind. We do not gain our best 
views of truth from reasoning, but from 
intuition. The quality of the best 
preaching is not that which leads men 
to conclusions upon the basis of reason- 
ing, but that which leads them to trust 
in itself evident truthfulness, often. 
times from its affinity to God himself.”

Hancock Street Paving. 


The reference in debate in the City 
| Council last week, to the work done by the 
| Quincy & Boston street railway on Han- 
cock street at Atlantic, has caused con- 
siderable talk, and the friends of fair play 
think that the president when on the floor, 
made some misleading statements intended 
to rob the company of credit for the good 
job done. It is generally admitted that 
the street is much improved for public 
travel, and no one appreciates this more 
than Commissioner Kaoowlton. He says 
| the Mayor and himself found the company 
| readyeand willing to do what they thought 

right. The order passed probably in- 
tended, as President Bryant says, that the 
company sbould pave that part of the 
street vacated, where the new rails were 
put on the Paved part of the street. Yet 
the Commissioner thinks it might have 
been difficult to enforce this restriction, 
; bad the company been obstinate, 

The controversy now hinges on whether 
the city paving adjoined the track, If 
there were several feet of gravel between 
the paving and rail, then a gravel road 
| adjoined the track and gravel only would } 
| be re quired where the old rails were taken 
up. ‘The facts are that the width between 
varies; that in some instances it was/| 
possibly over three feet, and at other times 
less than one. However, it is probably a 
fact that from the city paving to the curb, 
where the old rails were !aid, averaged about | 

eight feet.

taken up and relaid at established grade, 
and Hancock street was never in better 
condition.

Herbert Bumford, Portsmouth Book- 
keeper, an Alleged Embezzler, 


He Drew Pay For Discharged 
Employes and Kept Money. 


He Was Taken Sick and Defalcation Was 
Discovered During His Absence. 


Manchester, N. H., June 9.—A special 
to The Union from Portsmouth, N. H., 
Bays: Herbert Bumford, who for three 
years past has been the trusted book- 
keeper at the Morley button factory, is 
6aid to be a defaulter in what sum it is 
not at present known, but it is thought 
to be in the thousands 

Bumford is 22 years of age, and Is a 
native of Rochester. The books of the 
company are kept at the Boston office, 
through which all business is tran- 
Sacted. Rumford collected the time 
flips of all the employes of the factory 
and forwarded them to Boston and re- 
Ceived the pay envelopes. It is claimed 
that he kept on the payroll names of 
employes who had been discharged, or 
had left and pocketed the money. 

On Friday last he was taken sick and 
was forced to remain a@ home Saturday. 
The money came Yown from Boston as 
usual, and after everybody had re- 
ceived his money three envelopes for 
girls who were no longer in the employ 
of the company were left uncalled for. 
This led to the discovery of Rumford’s 
alleged crookedness. 


Technology Graduates. 

Boston, June 9—Commencement at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology culminated yesterday in the 
Rraduation of 146 students on the degree 
of bachelor of sciences, while four took 
the degree of master of sciences.

The sale of terri- 
tory wool continues to be dull, with 
prices same as last week. Some sales 
of Australien wools have been recorded, 
but these transactions are simply in a 
speculation run, and buyers are well sup- 
plied. 


Sunday Crusade at Somerville, 

Boston, June 9.—The Woman's Chris- 
tlan Temperance unicn of Somerville 
has begun a crusade agvinst drug stores, 
bakeries and grocery ores to prevent 
the sale of soda and cigars upon the 
Sabbath; to prevent the bake shops from 
being open et all on Sunday, and grocers 
from selling extract of malt.

Base Ball in Quincy. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


After the exhibition of base ball wit- 
nessed on Merrymount Park, Saturday, 
and considering the number of critics that 
there are in Quincy, we find it necessary to 
say something about the expenses of bring- 
ing teams here, also the receipts. But first 
wedo not want the public to think that 
the T. R. & S. Co., Base Ball Association, 
is getting discouraged. Nothing of the 
kind. But we do think that we ought to 
receive some support from the outside 
public after the great amount of labor and 
expense. 

The team has played five games this 
season, four of which were won and one 
declared off on account of darkness, At 
three we did not clear thore than half the 
expenses, which have averaged about $16. 
The first game was played at Atlantic and 
the receipts were $5.20. The second game 
was played on Merrymount Park, receipts 
$5.10. The third game also played on 
Merrymount Park, recgipts $5.40, making 
an average for the thrve games played at 
home of $6.23 from an average atiendance 
of about 400. Then the people will con- 
tinually ask, why don’t you get some good 
teams here and a great many of those 
same men will stand and witness a game 
of ball and will not contribute the smal! 
sum of 10 cents. 

Now, gentlemen, just think for one 
moment and ask yourselves if it is possible 
to bring teams here that want a guarantee 
of from $20 to $50. We can arrange a 
game with the team from the U. 8.5. 
Massachusetts, for June 17, but we cannot 
afford it. They want a guarantee of $50, 
yet this small sum ought not to stand in 
the way of having such a treat as this in 
Quincy. 

Are there any gentlemen in Quincy who 
love this greatest of all American sports ? 
If so let us hear from them. Give us your 
support and we will guarantee that Quincy 
shall see some of the best amateur teams 
in the State. We certainly have a good 
strong team here and ought to give it some 
support. 

A gentleman made the remark to me 
this morning on the train that we want to 
stand and talk to a man and explain every- 
thing to him. Now, gentlemen, you 
know, just as well as we do, that it takes 
money to run any team. It also takes 
money to bring teams here to play, and 
why is it necessary for us to tell you all 
this on the field. Ifaman is out of work 
we do not want him to help us, for we wel! 
know he has enough to do to help himself. 
But there are a great many who go to see 
these games time after time and never 
contribute a cent. Those same men will 
criticise the game. What wou!d they do 
if we had enclosed ground? They wonld 
not have the chance then to criticise. 
Would they pay then? If so try and let us 
know and we will try another year and 
procure them. 

If we do not get better support we will 
have to play the larger part of the games 
away from home. I hope that this will 
try and bring out a few more 10 cent 
pieces. Give us your support and we will 
give you good games of ball.

** This city has been absorbed during the 
past three or four years, so far as its High 
school is concerned, in erecting a new 
building for it, and in reorganizing and 
equipping the school. The school has had 
an astonishing growth, rising in this short 
time from 100 pupils to nearly 400, and 
from three teachers to nine, to say nothing 
of the partial service of three more, and the 
city has found itself severely taxed to keep 
up with this development. While tbe School 
Commmittee has taken no action yet 
under the manual training law, the sub- 
ject will doubtless engage its attention 
just as soon as the pressure of this un- 
precedented expansion lets up.” 

While Secretary Hill’s figures are not 
very exact, the expression ‘* unprecedented 
expansion” is fully justified by the facts.

UNITED REPUBLICANS. 


Caucus Decisions on Tariff Bill Will 
Bind Party Senators. 


New Sugar Schedule Agreed 
Upon Yesterday. 


A Strong Sentiment in Favor of Continuing 
the Hawaiian Treaty. 


Washington, June 9.—Nearly every Re- 
publican senator attended the party 
caucus yesterday, including Mr. Aldrich. 
The chief feature of the meeting was 
an agreement to stand solidly by cau- 
cus decisions, which means the early 
passage of the tariff bill. Almost the 
entire time of the caucus was consumed 
in the discussion of the sugar schedule. 
Some other differences were not reached. 

No agreement was reached in regard 
to the Hawaiian treaty, and the com- 
mittee is expeeted to report some amend- 
ments or a provision which will not leave 
the matter in any uncertain condition, 
or absolutely abrogate the existing re- 
ciprocity provisions of the treaty. 

An important feature of the caucus 
was the determination reached to vote 
together as a party which insures favor- 
able action on all contested schedules 
and the passage of the bill as approved 
by the majority. This determination 
Was reached upon a suggestion made by 
Senator Thurston. This suggestion led 
to the most interesting incident of the 
caucus. There had been several refer- 
ences to the meeting as a “conference.” 
Mr. Thurston objected to this designa- 
tion, saying that conferences never 
bound anyone, and that he wanted it 
definitely understood whether this meet- 
ing was to be binding or a friendly chat 
without further results, for if it did not 
bind all senators on all schedules he 
would not agree to abide by the decision 
upon the sugar question. 

This speech brought Senator Hanna 
to his feet with an earnest plea for party 
harmony and united effort on all the 
features of the bill. He referred to the 
apparent divisions at present existing 
in the senate, and said it was high time 
that a perfect understanding was 
reached. 

Senator Thurston then put his sugges- 
tion in the shape of a motion to the effect 
that the agreement of the caucus should 
be binding upon all Republican sena- 
tors, and it carried by a large majority. 

The main propositions on the sugar 
schedule were those fixing the rate on re- 
fined sugar. There were three of these 
propositions. The one adopted fixing 
the rate at 1 95-100 cents per pound in 
place of 1 875-1000 cents, as fixed by the 
house bill, was suggested by Senator 
Spooner. Senator Perkins suggested 
1 3-16, and Senator Wellington the rate 
of the house bill. 

The two last amendments were voted 
down viva voce and the Spooner amend- 
ment accepted by an almost unanimous 
vote, 

Mr. Aldrich, who Is generally credited 
with the authorship of the finance com- 
mittee provisions, had been expected to 
stand out stiffly for the amendments, 
but he did not do so. He said that his 
interest in the success of tariff revision 
as a whole was superior to his interest 
in any particular schedule that he had 
no pride in the rates fixed by the com- 
mittee, and that notwithstanding his 
conviction that the committee rates were 
cquitable and in the line of Republican 
policy, he was willing to subordinate 
his judgment to that of the majority. 

The announcement was received with 
demonstrations of approval. Speeches 
were made by almost all the senators 
present. Mr. Hoar made a_ vigorous 
plea for unity of action, but said the 
sugar schedule should be definitely 
agreed upon at this time and putin such 
shape as to terminate the unfriendly 
criticism that had been aroused. 

Senator Frye asked the caucus to con- 
sider the necessity of protecting the 
Hawaiian reciprocity treaty, and made 
a speech in that behalf. This occurred 
arly in the proceedings, and the Ha- 
walian question was apparently lost 
sight of in the subsequent proceedings 
over the main features of the schedule. 

The caucus was compelled to adjourn 
at noon, when the senate met, and was 
unable to take up any other question. 
Indeed, senators generally were of opiIn- 
ion that with the ifawalian question un- 
disposed of, the susar question was not 
finally settled, but there wus no agree- 
ment for a future caucus, 

The fallure of the caucus to take steps 
looking to the protection of the Ha- 
walian reciprocity treaty has caused 
considerable comment, but the friends 
of Hawaii in the senate say that the 
omission was due to no other reason 
than the want of sufficient time. They 
feel confident that if the point had been 
reached an amendment similar to that 
proposed by Senator Davis continuing 
the treaty In force would have been 
accepted. They base this assertion upon 
the manner in which Senator Frye’s 
speech was received and the side re- 
marks made upon the subject, They 
now express the utmost confidence that 
the finance committee will accept the 
amendment without caucus action. 
Senator Frye’s speech was a zealous ap- 
peal for the maintenance of the treaty. 
He sald that Pearl harbor was ceded to 
the U nited States tn exchange for the 
concession to Hawaiian Sugar by this 
tountry, and declared that its abroga- 


tion at this time would be an act of bad 
faith.

Actors’ Fund Officers. 

New York, June 9.—At the 16th annual 
n.eeting of the Actors’ Fund of America 
held here yesterday the following officers 
were elected: President, Louis Aldrich;

The Weak Points Shown Today 
on Examination, 


Shrinkage of the Fifly Foot Trusses 
the Trouble. 


A Belief That It Is Safe to Hold 
Graduations. 


The Committee on Public Buildings of 
the City Council are acting promptly in 
the High school matter and have already 
visited the building and made a partial 
inspection, but in order to make their 
examination thorough it was necessary 40 
get at the trusses which form the partitions 
between the rooms in the upper story. 

This morning Commissioner Kuowlton 
with Peter J. Williams and a gang of men 
visited the building and work was com 
menced tearing away the partitions that 
cover up the trusses, Ouae of these was 
exposed to view this noon and upon & 
hasty examination it was found that the 
main members of the truss were apparently 
solid. The struts , however, that support 
the main members were loosened con- 
siderable. 

These struts are of 4x4 hard pine and 
are loosened so badly that they can almost 
be removed. 

In the attic it was also found that the 
iron rods supporting the purlin were also 
quite loose, so much so that the nuts could 
be removered by hand. 

A few other things were found that were 
not just as they should be. 

The cause of all the trouble is probably 
due to the shrinkage of the hard pine used 
in the trusses. When these were put ip 
they were probably dry but it is well known 
that hard pine will absorb moisture in 
the brick and mortar, and while everything 
was tight when the building was completed 
the drying out of the timbers by the heat 
used in the building would cause them to 
shrink and the result would be the con- 
dition found. 

Tae remedy is to jack the trusses back 
into position which would tighten the 
braces and struts. 

Commissioner Knowlton says he has 
found no evidence that the building has 
settled and the reason the blackboards 
were thrown out was because they practi- 
cally rested against the trusses and when 
they loosened it naturally threw the black- 
boards out. 

When asked if he considered the build- 
ing safe for the graduation exercises, Com- 
missioner Knowlton replied that he did 
net think that there was any danger and it

Reports received from Kensington, 
Kingston, Hampton, Seabrook, South 
Hampton Newton, Brentwood and other 
New Hampshire farming towns is to the 
effect that seed vegetables in great num- 
bers have rotted in the ground, and that 
the loss to the farmers is extensive: 

At Bellows Falls, Vt. 

A special from Bellows Falls, Vt., 
says: 

For the last 48 hours it has rained 
steadily here until the streams and 
rivers are fast reaching the high water 
mark of April, 1895, when three young 
men lost their lives in the turbulent 
tide. 

On Wells street in this village the 
water from the side hill has been so great 
that the catch basins could not take care 
of it, and the cellars of a dozen or more 
houses are filled with water.

WESTERN CYCLONE. 


Lyle, Minn., #1 Tornado’s Path--Six Reported 
Killed and Twenty Injured. 

Chicago, June 11.—Last evening a cy- 
clone struck northwest of Lyle, Minn., 
taking a southeasterly course. Several 
people are reported killed and injured. 
The cyclone tore up houses and other 
buildings, and the territory is now bare. 
The path of the storm was about halfa 
mile in width. All telegraph lines north 
are down and boxcars on sidings were 


smashed into kindling. A cyclone pass- | 


Ing over the town of Kandiohi, Wilma 
tounty, Minn., entirely demolished the 
buildings on the farm of John Berquist. 

All railway lines running in the vi- 
cinity of the track of the storm report 
telegraph yoles blown down and other 
damage done. A railroad operator at 
Mason City reported at midnight that 
@0 houses were demolished. At Lyle 
one man was killed outright and 20 oth- 
ers injured. It is believed that much 
damage was done in the country around 
Lyle, there being all sorts of rumors of 
heavy loss of life. Owing to the damage 
to telegraph lines definite information 
was lacking. A special train with sur- 
geons, linemen and workmen was sent 
to Lyle from Waterloo within an hour 
after the storm.

Each Ward ‘of Quiney Will 


Lose One, 


To the Republican Conventions to be 


Held This Year. 


Wollaston the Only Loser at. the 
Representative Convention. 


Because of the large Republican vote last 
year the basis of representation to the 
Republican conventions has been increased 
for 1897. 

The apportionment of delegates to the 
state, congressional, councillor, county and 
senatorial conventions in Massachusetts for 
the year 1897 is :— 

One delegate-at-large for each ward of a 
city and for each town. 

One delegate for the first 75 votes cast 
for the republican candidate for governor 
in 1896 in each ward of a city and in eacb 
town. 

One delegate for each succeeding 225 
votes cast for the republican candidate for 
governor in 1896 in each ward of a city and 
in each town, or for a fractional part as 
large as 125 votes so cast.

BULLET PROOF. 


Not an Easy Thing to Shoot Ones 
Self After All. 


Nahum A. Thayer, aged 40 years, at- 
tempted suicide, by shooting, Thursday 
afternoon at his home on West street.

NOT LIABLE. 


Selectmen Clark Not Amenable to 
Fine for Violating Law.

FASTEST IN ITS CLASS 


Torpedo Boat Porter Makes a Great 
Run Around Long Island. 


About Three Hundred Miles In 
Thirteen Hours. 


Weather Carditions Were Unfavorable and She 
Was Not Crowded. 


New York, June 11.—The United States 
torpedo boat Porter on Sunday made 
the marvelous record of a mile in less 
than two minutes, and 42 miles in one 
hour and 50 minutes, with scarcely an 
effort. Yesterday she made the cir- 
cuit of Long Island in faster time than 
it has ever been made before, and suc- 
cessfully passed the most severe test 
that has ever been given a boat of her 
class. 

Ample preparations had been made 
for the trial, but the weather conditions 
were by no means of the best. 

The vessel was put under all conditions 
of boiler power, and run at various 
speeds, but was not let out at any time, 
the highest speed for any one hour being 
about 27 knots. 

There was quite a breeze blowing as 
the little flyer passed through the sound, 
but the water was calm, and fast time 
was made up to Montauk point. Then 
a strong easterly swell, with a sharp 
sea from a fresh northwester then blow- 
ing, was encountered, and the run from 
the point to Sandy Hook was a stiff one. 
The Porter cut through the whitecaps 
like a knife, and, despite her high speed, 
scarcely any water was taken on deck. 

The inspecting board was landed 12 
hours and 50 minutes from the time 
they started, having made the circuit 


of the island, a distance of nearly 300 | 


miles, in time never approximated be- 
fore. No mishaps occurred, except the 
breaking of a small feed pipe, necessit- 
ating the use of salt water for a time in 
one boiler.

BY DAY LABOR, /THURSDAY'S ‘STORM 


A High Tide and Some Damage at 
Yacht Club House. 


The past week's spell of easterly weather 
culminated on Thursday in a good stiff 
north-east gale, with plenty of drizzle and 
some rain, The tide, which at night 
happened to be a ten-foot one, was un- 
usually high, owing to the prevailing wind 
helping to pile the water up. Adams’ 
meadow, back of the poor farm, was com- 
pletely flooded, making one vast lake of 
Town river from Point Holes to Sea street. 
On the Quincy bay side the water was 
hubbly, Beyond Mosquito bridge the spray 
dashed over the electric car tracks. The 
few boats moored off Post island had a 
hard time riding out the gale. At dusk 
they were apparently holding their own 
and with the help of the ebb tide probably 
rode out the storm in safety, 

At Houghs Neck there was very little 
damage, the wind being too far to the 
north to do any serious injury to the 
yachting. The Quincy Yacht Club, which 
is always the heaviest sufferer by these 
gales, escaped with but little damage. 
The bridge which connects the two floats 
went overboard, but as it was secured by a 
line it did not go adrift. The drop which 
runs from the wharf to the small float 
slipped off the platform upop which it 
runs. Neither of the floats parted any of 
the chains which hold them. The new 
chains which were put in this spring hold- 
ing them fast to the mooring stones. 

The farge fleet of yachts moored off the 
club house were riding out the gale in 
safety as darkness set in. There was but 
slight danger that any of them would go 
adrift. 

Next week there will be extra high tides 
at night. Ono Thursday night the tide will 
be an eleven foot, five inch one, and if a 
strong easterly wind should be blowing it 
will be much higher than that.

Attempt to Wreck ‘Train. 

New York, June 14.—A train of 11 cars 
on the Sea Beach railroad, crowded with 
passengers from Coney Island, chashed 
into an obstruction on the tracks last 
night at Fifth avenue and Sixty-fivth 
street, near the Fifth avenue tunnel, 
New York. The train was running 
slowly at the time, and fortunately no 
serious damage was done.

Faure was warmly congratulated on 
his escape by the Grand Duke Sergius, 
M. Hanotaux and other members of the 
cabinet.

It is rumored that the pre- 
fect of police has information connecting 
the Paris anarchists with the outrage, 
but it is more generally believed that 
the act was the act of a madman thanof 
a conspirator.

RECENT INDIAN SCARE. 


Offcial Report of Trouble Received by 
the War Department. 


Indians Wanted to Fight the 
Deputy Sheriffs. 


Catain Stouch Relates Cause of Irritation and 
Asks for Troops. 


Washington, June 14.—The Indian 
office has received an official report of 
the Indian trouble at Tongue river, 
Mont., which arose over the murder of 
a settler and the arrest of the Indian 
murderer. 

The report states that soon after 
Hoover's body was found on May 23, 
Captain Stouch sent for White Bull and 
sone of the head men, being satisfied 
that it was his band which committed 
the murder. The old chief came in re- 
sponse to the summons and expressed 
his regret at the occurrence. Captain 
Stouch told him to tell the head men that 
the band would be held responsible for 
the murder unless they discovered the 
real culprit and brought him to the post. 
This they promised to do, and an old In- 
dian named Badger made the prophetic 
remark, “I promise the agent that if I 
find out, and I will try to find out, I will 
tell him if it is my own son.” 

It turned out to be the son of the old 
brave who killed Hoover. This confer- 
ence took place on May 27, and that 
same day Sheriff Gibb of Custer county 
and a band of 25 armed men rode up tc 


the agency and informed Captain 
Stouch that they wanted the murder- 
ers. The agent replied that he was do- 


ing everything possible to discover and 
arrest the guilty Indians, and if not in- 
terfered with was confident that he 
would succeed. The sheriff left four 
deputies and departed. 

That evening Captain Read, with two 
troops of cavalry, also arrived. Soon 
after this White Bull came into the 
agency and told Captain Stouch that 
Stanley had confessed to the murder, 
but would not surrender, having sent 
word that he would fight at 3 o’clock. 
To this the agent replied that he would 
not allow a fight, but that the chiefs 
must compel Stanley to give himself up. 
A courier was sent to recall the cavalry, 
which had started for the scene of the 
killing. By this time the news that 
Stanley was to fight had spread, and the 
Indians became very restless. The 
squaws ard children took to the hills 
away from the agency, while the bucks 
rode in and stationed themselves on the 
hilltops. They were all heavily armed 
and had their horses. They informed the 
agent that they had come to see Stanley 
fight. Captain Stouch then says: 

A Defiant Indian. 

“Captain Read returned to the agency 
with his command at about 3:30 in the 
afternoon. At this time Stanley was 
on a high hill in the rear of the agency 
and not at a great distance from it. He 
had his horse and squaw with him, was 
in his war dress and paint, and was 
heavily armed. He was all ready for 
the fight. It was the desire of Captain 
Read to charge and capture or kill him 
At this juncture a greatly excited In- 
dian on horseback appeared with the 
information that Stanley did not want 
to fight the soldiers, but did want to fight 
the citizens, meaning the deputy sheriffs 
who were here. I told him to go bach 
and tell Stanley I would not allow anyr- 
one to fight him and for him to come !n 
and surrender. Deputy Sheriff Smith 
told me he wuld attempt the capture 
if I would guarantee his safety from the 
other Indians. I told him I could not so 
guarantee, and moreover there would 
be no fight, and that Stanley must be 
captured without any bloodshed. I 
wanted this done as an example for those 
amongst the Indians who contemplate 
wrongdoing, and I knew perfectly well 
that if he were permitted to fight and 
was killed he would be a hero and brave 
in the eyes of the tribe, whose example 
should be emulated by the young men. 
Stanley followed in the footsteps of Head 
Chief and Crazy Mule, of whose heroic 
deaths stories are told around the fires, 
making every young man anxious fora 
similar death. ’ 

I did not think it wise and provident 
to make the attempt with but two troops 
of cavalry here; while I believe the In- 
dians were not disposed to resist the 
capture of Stanley, still there was no 
telling what they would do when one of 
their people was being fired upon; had 
they made a resistance there is no tell- 
ing where it would have ended. 

“Knowing of their disposition to re- 
eist in 1891, when much weaker than 
now, I thought two troops of cavalry 
would not stand much show of overcom- 
ing these warriors whose flerceness is 
noted. 

As the presence of the deputy sheriffs 
interfered with his investigation, Cap- 
tain Stouch asserted his authority and 
ordered the deputies off the reserva- 
tion. By this time Stanley had disap- 
peared. After much trouble he was lo- 
cated at Black Eagle’s camp. Captain 
Stouch immediately started for the 
camp and found the braves fully armed 
and disinclined to surrender without a 
fight. Finally he consented to accom- 
pany the agent back to the post, still re- 
fusing to give uphisarms. He was then 
persuaded to give up his rifle, and when 
the agency was reached he was prompt- 
ly locked up. In the meantime Sheriff 
Gibb returned and presented Captain 
Stouch with a warrant for his arrest for 
violating the state laws in interfering 
with the sheriff {n his attempt to arrest 
the Indian. Then the sheriff demanded 
the person of Stanley, but the agent 
positively refused to deliver him up 
feeling that it would defeat the ends of 
justice, as he hoped to secure from the 
prisoner evidence which would lead to 
the apprehension of his accomplices 
The sheriff departed, but again left his 
tng, Captain Stocoh tens ntce Barley

The Proposition of C. F. Adams for 
Lease Not Accepted. 


The Cost to Renovate the Heuse It 
Occupies Was $1,650. 


To the Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


I find the following in a recent issue: 

‘* We were surprised to learn the other 
day from a member of the Quincy Histor- 
ical Society that the birthplace of John 
Quincy Adams was not owned by the 
society, they not having a deed of the 
property. We had always supposed it a 
gift from Hon. Charles Francis Adams to 
the society, but perhaps our informant is 
not posted.” 

The Quincy Historical Society bas pot 
bad a deed of the property from me, for 
the sufficient reason, among others, that 
the property {s not mine to deed. It be- 
longs to the Adams Real Estate Trubt. 

Some two years ago my attention was 
drawn to the dilapidated condition of the 
house, which, if not speedily repaired, was 
in imminent danger of tumbling down. 
Some proper disposition of it had long been 
a matter of concern on my part, as I dis- 
liked to see it ocenpied as a tenement 
house; and now it was suggested that it 
would be cared for and be of public in- 
terest ifin the hands of the Quincy His- 
torical Society. 

I hesitated about beginning the work of 
repairs, as, in the case of ancient buildings, 
when once the process of renewal begins it 
is impossible to say how far it will go or 
where it willend. After reflection, how- 
ever, I agreed to renovate this house for 
the use of the Historica! society, provided 
the cost should not exceed a certain sum. 
The work was then entered upon under 
the direction of Mr. William G. Spear, 
and, as usual, before completed it was 
found to have cost $1650, twice the sum 
estimated, 

The question of occupation by the His- 
torical Society, as is well known, was 
young, and financially, could not be con- 
sidered a responsible organization. It 
might be dissolved at any time, and 
the property it had taken by possible 
creditors, or otherwise disposed of. Under 
these circumstances, after consultation 
with the members of the Adams family, 
I was authorized to offer to the Society 
a lease of the renovated building for a 
long term of years at a wholly nominal 
rent, with an agreement that, in case, 
during the term of the lease, the Society 
should become firmly established and 
financially responsible, a deed of the build- 
ing should be given to it, in trust to pre- 
serve it as an interesting historical relic. 

I have not heard from the Society in 
reply to this proposition. The Society, 
therefore, now holds the building purely 
43 & tenant-at-will, without paying rent. 
The family have no disposition to disturb 
it in its occupancy. 

All arrangements have been with Mr. W. 
G, Spear, the Librarian of the Quincy 
Historical Society, who also supervised the 
work of renovation. 

Hoping these facts will sufficiently ex- 
plain this matter tu all who may feel an 
interest in it, I remain, ete.,

IMMIGRANT STATION BURNED 


Government Buildings on Ellis Island All Con 
sumed---No Lives Lost. 


New York, June 15.—The United States 
government immigrant station on Ellis 
island was destroyed by fire early this 
morning, but with no loss of life. The 
fire was first seen at 12:38 a. m. by the 
lookout from the harbor police station, 
who’ noticed a small flame coming out 
of the window on the second floor. Thé 
fire spread rapidly. At 1:05 a. m, the 
eaves along the entire roof began to 
fall, setting fire to the wooden piers and 
docks on either side. 

At 1:12 a. m. the whole thing was a 
mass of flames, illuminating the entire 
inner harbor. 

As quickly as possible 45 policemen and 
the police launches were sent to the isl- 
and. The fireboat New Yorker was soon 
under headway with firemen, policemen 
and others. The fireboat Zophar Mills 
was also sent to the island. Rescuers 
also went over in launches, tugs and 
rowboats. The end of the building in 
which the fire started was used for 
sleeping, cooking and eating by the im- 
migrants. The detention pen, in which 
there was always a considerable num- 
ber of immigrants, old and young, male 
and female, being held for investigation, 
Was soon consumed. 

There was a hospital fn the station, 


| and it was seldom without occupants. 


It was at first believed by the police 
that the loss of life would be heavy, but 
all the immigrants, 200 in number, were 
finally brought safely from the {sland 
to the barge office at the battery. All 
the valuable records in the buildings 
were destroyed. 

The fire presented a magnificent spec- 
tacle, and was witnessed by large crowds 
on the Battery and on Brooklyn bridge. 


Republican Caucus. 

Washington, June 15.—The Republican 
senators were in caucus for more than 
three hours last night and when ad- 
journment was reached not very much 
progress had been made. The Ha- 
walian treaty proposition was passed 
over to be considered at another caucus, 
as several senators expressed the opinion 
that if it was true that a treaty of an- 
nexation was to be sent !m it would be 
absurd to enact legislation looking to 
the abrogation of the treaty of recipro- 
city. Senators who were aware of the 


| progress of the annexation treaty did 


not feel at liberty to give the caucus 
full information. Although there was 


| much reticence observed it was belleved 


the president would be consulted to- 
day or tomorrow on the subject of the 
proposed treaty. Three propositions 
only were under consideration. These 
were: The question of what to do with 
the Hawaiian reciprocity treaty; 
advisability of giving a bounty on beet 
é6ugar, and the question of an anti-trust 
amendment. The Hawaiian freaty 
question was passed over, the beet sugar 
bounty proposition was withdrawn, and 
the anti-trust amendment was referred 
to the Republican members of the ju- 


| diclary committee. 


The A. R. U. Is Dead. 
Chicago, June 15.—It was announced 
last night by the friends of Eugene Debs 
that it has been decided that the Amer- 
ican Railway union is dead. After the 
public announcement this morning at 


| Handle hall the delegates adjourned to 


Uhlich’s hall where the E. V. Debs so- 
cial colonization scheme was launched. 
A constitution was adopted, modelled 
upon the Bellamy theory, the state of 
Washington being selected as the scene 
of the experiment. The names of the 
roster of the American Railway union 
are transferred to that of the American 
Co-operative union or brotherhood, and 
new members must pay a small admis- 
sion fee, together with an annual per 
capita tax. The convention will draw 
up regulations governing the admis- 
sion of new members, and all members 
will be required to pass a sort of civil 
service examination before their names 
can be enrolled. Mr. Debs said that he 
is positive a peaceful army of 100,000 
unemployed men could be mobilized in 
Chicago within 10 days. It is expected 
that the first division will leave Chicago, 
bound for Washington, within 30 days.

Augusta, Me., June 15.—Georgie Las:

He got it cashed and was about to leave 
for Canada. He is a bright appearing 
boy but from past thefts seems to have 
a mania for stealing. 


Victims of Woman Swindler. 

Putnam, Conn., June 15.—It has leaked 
out that several merchants of this city 
have been the victims of a female 
swindler, who succeedd in getting some 
worthless checks cashed, It was the 
common game, the woman would pur- 
chase a bill of goods and then offer in 
payment a check considerably in ex 
cess of the amount of the bill, The 
woman gave the name of Mrs. Charles 
Hayes of Hartford, and claimed that 
she was getting ready her summer home 
in this vicinity. 

Mayor Quincy’s Wisdom. 

Boston, June 15.—Mayor Quincy car- 
rled out the provisions of the bill passed 
by the recent legislature, providing for 
separate public institutions for the city, 
by appointing a board of trustees for 
each of the institutions created. While 
the law only requires the appointment 
of two women on each board, the mayor 
deemed it advisable to appoint three 
women as trustees of the pauper insti- 
tutions department, and three as trustees 
for children. 

Fall River Officials Indicted. 

New Bedford, Mass., June 15.—The 
grand jury has returned indictments in 
the Fall River cases alleging violation 
of the statutes by certain members of the 
Fall River city government who have 
been interested in several city contracts 
within the past two years. The officials 
declined to give names on the number 
of indictments found. Bench warrants 
were ordered to be issued for the arrest 
of the indicted parties. 


Electric Bonds Ordered. 
Manchester, N. H., June 15.—At a 
special meeting of the stockholders of 
the Manchester Electric Light com- 
pany, a vote was unanimously passed 
authorizing the directors to issue bonds 
to an extent not exceeding $250,000, at 
not exceeding 5 per cent, to retire $80,000 
of 6 per cent bonds now outstanding, and 
pay for extensive Improvements and ad- 
ditions recently made and in contempla-

WACES IN BROCKTON. 


Shoe Factory Employes Said to Receive More 
Pay Than In Other Places. 


Brockton, Mass Jur 16.—At 
meeting of the board of trade last nigt 
the committee on atistics appointec 


to ascertain the conditior inder which 
shoes are manufactured in ot r ties 
submitted its report. 

The committee find that i: 
departments of shoe mar 
wages paid in Brockton are much high 
than anywhere else. In the manufac- 
ture of a medium grade McKay shoe, 
the price in Maine cities of New Eng- 
land averages 89 cents, while $1.45 is 
paid in this city. Inan um Good- 
year welt shoe, $1.89 is paid in Maine, 
while $2.64 is paid here. 

The committee also find that Brockton 
shoe factories are not kept as busy as 
those in othe~ cities, and for that reason 
many workers have gone where they 
could obtain more steady work, even 
though the wages might be lower. 

A readjustment of wages is argued by 
the committee to meet the conditions in 
other cities. The committee find that 
the shoe manufacturers of Brockton, 
while not opposed to labor organizations, 
with 


are nevertheless unwilling to deal 
unions. 

In conclusion, the committee say that 
the shoe workers of the city should seri- 
ously consider the question of e 
wages in order to adapt themsely 
present condition of trade.

Portland, Me., June 16.—The new and 
magnificent stee) steamer John Englis 
of the Maine steamship line arrived at 
her wharf yesterday afternoon on her 
first regular trip and had on board a 
notable party. She left New York Mon- 
day afternoon at 5 o'clock and would 
have reached here yesterday noon had 
not a dense fog, which set in at 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning, forced her to anchor 
off Nantucket shoals. The Englis is 
of 3500 tons burden, was built by the 
Delaware River Shipbuilding company 
for a 16-knot boat, but she made 17 knots 
after leaving Hell Gate, until she was 
forced by the thick weather to slow 
down. She is 312 feet in length, 46 feet 
beam, and has 132 staterooms and 72 
berths. These will accomodate 350 pas- 
sengers. The boat is provided with all 
the latest improvements in marine archi- 
tecture.

SUGAR DEBATE ENDED. 


Senate Makes Great Stride Forward 
on Tariff Bill, 


Provision Relating to Hawaii 
Went Over. 


Pettigrew, Chilton and Pasco Introduce Anti- 
Trust Amendments. 


Washington, June 16.—The sugar 
schedule of the new taruf bill was com- 
pleted yesterday, with the exception of 
the provisions applying to Hawall. 
This schedule has been fruitful of hot 
debates and consequent delay. With 
sugar out of the way progress on the 
bill will now be greatly accelefated. 

The first paragraph of the sugar sched- 
ule has served to bring out all the 
speeches and the test votes, and when 
this was passed the other paragraphs 
of the schedule were agreed to without 
further opposition. As agreed to the 
echedule places on sugar not above No. 
16 Dutch standard 1 cent per pound, and 
-03 of a cent for every degree above 75, 
and on sugars above No. 16 Dutch stan- 
dard 1.95 cent per pound, but on sugars 
testing below s7 degrees by the polaris- 
cope .1 cent per pound shall be dedu- 
cated. The other provisions of the 
schedule relate to maple sugar, maple 
syrup, candy, etc. 

Only one yea and nay vote was taken 
during the day, on the amendment of 
Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky to make the 
rate 1.8 cent per pound on sugar above 
No. 16 Dutch standard. The amend- 
ment was defeated—32 to 35. 

Mr. Pettigrew desired to have his 
amendment relative to trusts voted on 
&s a part of the sugar schedule. After 
a lively debate it was laid on the table 

Immediately after Senator Pettigrew’s 
anti-trust amendment to the tariff bill 
was laid on the table he gave notice of 
another amendment of the same char- 


acter in the shape of a proviso, as fol 
lows: 

“That none of the Increased rates of 
duty provik or in this act shall apply 
to any articles or commodities, the sale 


or manufacture o 
trusts in this 1 

Senator Chil of Texas also offered 
an anti-trust amendment, as follows: 

“If any manufacturer, dealer, carrier 
or other person knowing that any ar- 
ticle or articles of like character to those 
vpon which duties are levied under this 
act are manufactured, or their sale con- 
trolled or their price affected by a trust 
or combination, shall send or transmit 
any such articl¢s from one state to an- 
other, such manufacturer, dealer or 
carrier shall upon conviction before any 
circuit court of the United States be 
punished by imprisonment not more 
than three years.”

proceeding in court to determine the 
existence of a trust. One of the pro- 
visions requires the court to determine 
whether a trust proved to exist affects 
the raw material or imported article. 
In case the court finds an article to be 
the subject of a trust the secretary of 
the interior is to make an order direct- 
ing the customs officers to permit its ad- 
mission free of duty. 


South Americans Oppose New Tariff. 

Boston, June 16.—In an _ interview 
Arthur S. H. Hitchings of Rio de Jan- 
elro, a member of the South American 
delegation at present in this city and 
representing the Commercial association 
of Rio de Janeiro, said: “Your con- 
gress is putting through the new tariff 
bill too hurriedly. The American con- 
gress should think of what they are do- 
ing. Both Brazil and the United States 
must bring down their tariffs, or Eng- 
land will scoop the market. If Amer- 
ica will only reduce her tariff, I promise 
you she will get ourtrade. Our people 
are bound financially to European na- 
tions, and are paying the foreign debt 
four times over in gold, but we have no 
debt with America and that is partly 
why the people want to trade with her, 
If England by importing free raw ma- 
terlal from us can make the goods we 
need cheaper than the American man- 
ufacturers, we shall be compelled to 
take her product. If you can give us 
the goods as cheap as England does you 
will get our trade.” 


Davitt's Scheme Denounced. 

Dublin, June 16—An_ enthusiastic 
meeting of the Irish Independent league 
was held here yesterday. John P. Red- 
mond, M. P., in the course of an im- 
passioned speech, denounced Michael 
Davitt’s “foolish and vindictive policy” 
of opposing Mr. Balfour's Irish home 
government scheme.

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Wollaston Officer Seeks Satis- 
faction for Injuries, 


Had His Leg Broken in Tuss!e with 
M. J, Cunniff. 


Separated by Officer Connolly But 
No Arrest at Time. 


A case that has caused much interest in 
police circles was heard in the District 
court this morning, when Malcolm J. 
Cunniff was arraigned for assault at 
Wollaston, on Officer William C. Seelye 
and for drunkenness. 

Officer Seelye testified that on the night 
of April 4, he stood on the corner of Grand 
View and Newport avenues about 12.15 
A. M., when Cunniff came out of his store 
and passed him. As he did so witness 
noticed that Cunniff was drunk. Cunniff 
went to the hotel piazza and then came 
back and walking up to Officer Seelye said, 
“You have been reporting that I have 
been selling liquor.” Upon receiving 
a reply from the officer that he bad not 
reported any stories, Cunniff called the 
officer a —— —— liar. 

Officer Seelye says he then told Cunniff 
if he did not go bome he would lock him 
up. Cunniff made a pass at the officer who 
struck back. In stepping off the sidewalk 
the officer’s ankle turned and in falling his 
ankle was dislocated and two bones in his 
leg broken and a piece of bone in the 
elbow. While the two were struggiiog on 
the ground Officer Connolly came along 
and separated them. Seelye then asked 
Connolly to arrest Cunniff for drunk aud 
then with the aid of a man named Buckley 
he went to a doctor. 

Officer Connolly testified that he heard a 
noise and went down and found Seelye on 
top punching Cunniff. Cunniff asked me 
to take Seelye off which I did. Seelye then 
told me to arrest Cunniff for drunk, but as 
Cunniff appeared more excited and nerved 
up than drunk I did not arrest him. He 
did not think Cunniff was drunk, but he 
thought that Seelye was under the influence 
of liquors for the reason that when they 
were down, Seelye was punching the 
ground, 

Connol!y denied that he had ever taken 
a drink with Cunniff. Had not taiked 
with Cunniff about the case, Thought | 
would report the matter to the Chief and 
let him make an investigation if he 
wanted to. 

Dr. Wellington Record testified that be 
attended Seelye and found his leg and 
elbow broken. He did not consider that 
Seelye was under the influence of liquor. 

Cunniff in his own behalf testified that 
at exactly 12.40 o’clock he came out of his 
store and saw aman standing near Fay’s 
window. After I passed he spoke and said 
‘*have yon seen Connolly?’ I replied, 
no, and then asked him why he had been 
reporting that I was selling liquor. He 
then called mea liar and made a pass at 
me and when he got me down he pounded 
me. He was “ perfectly full.’ After 
being separated and talking with Connolly 
I went home, 

Upon cross-examination Canniff testified 
that he went to Boston on the night in 
question on the train which arrived at 
10.30, He went toa bar toom and had a 
glass of beer, then stopped in a fish store 
and had some conversation, then went to 
Washington street and purchased some 
collars, etc ; then went to a restauvant and 
had supper and arrived back to the depot 
just in time to see the 11 o'clock train 
leave. 

A. W. Fay testified that he was aroused 
by a noise ander his window and recognized 
the voices. He heard the conversation in 
which Cunniff accused Seelye of reporting 
stories about his selling liquor. Looked 
out and saw Seelye strike at Cunniff and 
gaw them move back into the street and 
fall, with Seelye on top. Witness was not 
near enough to smell their breath bu 
thought they were both under the influence 
of liquor and this had caused the argument. 

Fred C, Merrill testified he heard scream 
ing and went to the window. He saw the 
two men, and recognized Cunniff's voice, 
and heard him say, “you old rat you did 
not hit me.” After they were pulled 
apart they separated and he heard no 
more, 

Charles Sparrow testified that Seelye had 
two drinks in his stable that night. He 
was all right when he left the stable that 
night and perfectly sober as far as he 
knew. 

Lawrenve W. Buckley heard noise and 
went out and when he got there Connolly 
had separated them. Saw Seelye strike at 
Cunniff after he got up. Helped Seelye 
to sidewalk. I should say that Seelye 
had been drinking. Could smell 
breath and he talked that way. 

John Dann was employed by Cunniff 
Did not see the affray. Went home that 
night at 7.30. As farashe knew Cunniff 
had not been drinking. 

Mr. Seelye recalled testified that Cun- 
niff had a bottle in his pocket. After the 
scuffl: Buckley picked up a bottle that was 
broken; that his clothing was saturated 
with liquor. 

At the conclusion of the arguments of 
the counsel the court continued the case 
until next Monday for judgment.

But President Will Soon Send the 
Hawaiian Matter to Senate. 


° 


The Subject Was Discussed at 
Cabinet Meeting. 


it Is Possible That It Will Not Be Disposed of 
During This Session. 


Washington, June 16.—President Mc- 
Kinley &nnounced at the cabinet meet- 
ing yesterday and to senators who 
talked with him before and afterward 
that he expected to send a Hawaiian an- 
nexation treaty to the senate within a 
few days. The treaty has been drafted 
in the rough, but it has not yet been 
signed, nor has the message of trans- 
mittal been prepared, and hence can 
hardly go to the senate today, as some 
senators were predicting that it would. 
But it will probably go in shortly. 

It is not belleved that there will be any 
attempt to secure immediate action on 
the treaty and possibly it might not be 
considered at this special session. Some 
question has arisen as to whether the 
senate alone will be competent to act 
upon a treaty which acquires territory 
and if the house would not be called upon 
to concur, but the precedents are that 
the treaty-making power—the presi- 
dent and the senate—can act, and that 
the only matter in which the house 
would be considered would be in case 
an appropriation were necessary to carry 
the treaty into effect. 

It was the expectation that the treaty 
would receive the formal signatures yes 
terday of the negotiators, Secretary 
Sherman for the United States gov- 
ernment and either Minister Hatch or 
Mr. Lorin Thurston as a special com- 
missioner for the Hawaiian government. 
The document itself had been prepared 
and it was taken to the White House for 
the president's final inspection and re- 
view. Secretary Sherman remained 
at the department later than Is his cus 
tom in order to receive the Hawatlians, 
but finally at 4 o'clock the attempt to 
secure the signatures to the treaty 
was abandoned. This may prevent the 
submission of the treaty to the senate 
today, as was the intention of the cab- 
inet, but the delay in any case will not 
be material. ' 

At the cabinet meeting in the course 
of the discussion of the treaty it was 
decided that its pendency in the sen- 
ate would not necessarily cause any 
considerable obstruction to the progress 
of the tariff bill, and while there is every 
disposition on the part of the president 
to avoid any interference with the rights 
of the senate in the matter, it can be 
stated that the treaty gvill not goin with 
any idea that it Is not the wish of the 
executive that It should be acted on 
promptly. While the treaty is in th 
senate, either in the hands of the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs or on the cal- 
endar of executive business, it is the 
expectation that the people of the United 
States will have an opportunity, through 
the press and other mediums, to declare 
thelr sentiments upon the matter, and 
if, as is expected, there is an over- 
whelming declaration for annexation, 
itis believed that the senate will be quick 
to respond tothe demand. In this case 
the treaty, it is believed, can be taken up 
and ratified in the course of one or twe 
executive while the regular 
tariff debates are in progress daily. 


England on Hawaili, 

London, June 16.—The morning pa- 
pers continue to discuss the question of 
the annexation of Hawaii to the United 
States. The Daily Graphic says: Had 
England been in the position of the 
United States she would probably have 
annexed Hawail years ago. The Daily 
Chronicle, whose Wa:hington corre- 
epondent gives a forecast of the con- 
tents of the annexation treaty, says: 
The United Staées have entered upon the 
thorny path of colonial expansion. We 
wish the new experiment, though with 
sime misgivings, all success.

The public a® becoming disgusted by 
the attitude of the police, and that the 
audiences at the boxing shows will di- 
minish in si.e is but a natural sequence 
to the interference of the police, 


Ruin Will Follow Barnato’s Death. 

London, June 16.—Barney Barnato’s 
sulcide must cause widespread ruin 
among small investors. They had pin 
ned their faithon him. The big specu- 
lators, having inside knowledge of his 
serious condition, have either cleared 
out or been manipulating his stock with 
considerable profit. Barnato’s tragic 
end has convinced the public here of the 
utter rottenness of the South African 
boom, which now takes rank as the big- 
gest stock Inflation scheme—not to say 
latter years. 

Khodes’ Narrow Escape. 

London, June 16.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Cape Town says that 
Cecil Rhodes had a narrow escape from 
death before he left Kimberley for 
Rhodesia. A fire broke out in his bed- 
room, but he slept on unaware of it un- 
til aroused by the policemen who broke 
into the premises. Mr. Rhodes arose, 
and with the utmost coolness, after 
dressing himself deliberately, assisted 
to ptt out the fire.

They are very ordinary bricks, and many 
of them are only half done and contain 
much foreign matter; but ‘tis their 
association that fixes the price asked, for 
they did do service as shelter to three of 
America’s most foremost citizens, John, 
Abigail and John Quincy Adams. 

‘‘It was in the year 17:6 that workmen 
placed these bricks, together with unburnt 
clay, twixt the inner and outer covering of 
the humble farm house which many years 
after was sold to John Adams, the father 
of the nation’s John Adams, and it was 
there that the latter brought his bride 
Abigail, the daughter of Parson Smith of 
adjoining town of Weymouth.

and so soft that it can be picked out with

NEW TIMETABLE. 


Quincy to Lose a Few of Its Best 
Trains. 


A new timetable goes into effect on the 
Old Colony system on Sunday. 

The Sunday service, instead of being 
increased as was rumored, will be revolu- 
tionized and reduced. All the afternoon 
trains to Boston wiil be dropped, there 
being none for four hours, between 1.12 
and 5.12. Tbe Sunday inward trains will 
be at 7.12, 8.12, 9.12, 1.12, 5.12, 7.12, 8.08 
and 10,08. Eight trains instead of twelve. 

There will be a corresponding reduction 
in outward trains on Sunday, the new ser 
vice giving trains at 6.30, 8.50, 12.30, 4 30, 
5.30, 6.50, 8 30 and 10.30. 

In week day service there will be very 
few changes. The 7.544. M. inward will 
leave at 7.31, the 7.41 P. at. inward at 7.39, 
and the omission of 1.26 express ahd the 
10 34 Pp. M. inward. 

In outward service on week days there 
will be two less trains. The favorite 12 u 
train is again dropped, and also the 11 
P.M. The only other change is in the 
first train, which will leave at555 4. ., 
two minutes later.

Influence Is an Injury— Queer 
Names In a Tariff Bill.

Not only chafing dish suppers 
the most popular thing in Washington 
Bociety just now, being a pleasant me- 
dium for the display of the culinary 
skill of diplomats and social leaders 
generally, but at the capitol the pop- 
ularity of the dish among statesmen is 
rapidly growing. Speaker Reed is a dev- 
otee of chafing dish cooking, and so is 
Representative Hitt, the chairman of 
the foreign affairs committee, while 
Congressman Richmond Pearson, club 
man, raconteur and good fellow gener- 
ally, is expert in the preparation of 
toothsome dishes. One of Senator Gor- 
man’s favorite lunches is a chafing dish 
of oysters, while the array of silver 
pans upon the familiar tripod in the 
senate restaurant tells the story of de- 
licious tidbits for senatorial enjoyment 
better than a column of words.

The lady who was subjected to thia

There is any number of queer times 
in a tariff bill. Who can tell at first 
thought, or after a day of careful study 
for that matter, anything about pulu or 
divi-divi or styrax or calamine or indi- 
um or Osmium. 

All of which is preliminary to a 
story which a veteran member of con- 
gress told the other day. It seems that 
for a number of years there was in the 
tariff laws a duty of 60 per cent ad va- 


lorem imposed upon ‘‘alkakange.”’ 
There it stood, in all its glory, duly as- 
sessed, resisting all efforts to place it 
either on the free list or to reduce the 
duty. When Judge Kelley of Pennsyl- 
vania was the chairman of the commit- 
tee on ways and means, some tariff 


items had to be revised, and the sug- 
gestion was again made that perhaps a 
duty of 80 per cent upon ‘‘alkakange”’ 
would be sufficient. But all the mem- 
bers of the committee stood up in ear- 
nest protest. 

‘*What is ‘alkakange’ anyhow?"’ 
ed a Democratic member. 

“The idea of any one asking that 
question!’’ exclaimed Judge Kelley, and 
all his colleagues raised their hands in 
holy horror at such ignorance. 

Couldn’t Find It Anywhere. 

The Democratic free trader sent for 
an unabridged dictionary, and, looking 
it all through, found no such word as 
alkakange. He got no more instruction 
from anencyclopedia. He asked in vain 
of Ure’s Dictionary of Science and Arts. 
The members of the committee began 
to grow worried. Finally they sum- 
moned a prominent chemist, for of 
course, said they, alkakange was a 
drug. But the chemist said that to his 
knowledge there was no such thing as 
glikakange in all the pharmacopoeia. 

At this point some one suggested that 
they send over to the government print- 
ing office and ask the proofreader who 
had revised the law. 

‘‘Well,’’? said the employee, ‘‘the 
truth is that 19 years ago, when we 
had a page of the tariff law on a ‘form,’ 
a part of the type dropped out, and it 
was fixed up by one of the printers. 
Whe only thing he could make out of 
the combination of letters was the word 
‘alkakange,’ and I suppose it has re- 
mained in the law ever since.’’ 

Perhaps pulu and divi-diviand a few 
other of the unpronounceable and won- 
derful things in the present tariff bill 
got in through the same way. Who 
knows?

waiting for us at the plaza, near the great 
| cathedral, for a ride to Chapultepec, which 
we were to visit. We passed for some 
| distance along the old Aztec aqueduct, its 
massive workmanship showing lines of 
strength and beauty. We were sorry to 
find that it was being torn down to make 
room for ‘‘ improvements,’’ but understood 
that a section of twenty-five arches would 
be left intact to show the original design 
|and workmanship. Cbapultepec has for 
centuries been a promiuent spot in Mexico. 
It was the favorite park of Montezama. 
Afterward was built the palace which 
became the summer home of Maximilian 
and Carlotta, and is now used in the same 
way by President Diaz. 
On a high apparently almost inaccessible 
cliff stands the palace. By a winding 
road, nearly half a mile long ope can ride 
to the top; or by a walk on the other side, 
through the park, up a flight of steps, 
reach the summit, Standing at the base 
and looking upwards one finds it almost 
impossible to realize that in the Mexican 
war American soldiers scaled that height 
|and then forced their way into the castle, 
Then, as now,

a portion of the building was occupied by 
the military school, and from the green 
sod beneath the arching trees rises a me- 
morial tablet to the boys who gave their 


lives in the defence.

IN comMON with many others, we are 
glad of the prominence given of late to the 
two historical Adams houses in the south 
part of the city, Regarding the age of the 
houses there is much talk just now, people 
being unwilling to give up the idea that 
the birthplace of John Adams is the older, 
as has always been handed down in history, 
and from generation to generation. 

They are right to stick to this idea as 
there is nothing to prove them wrong in 
their belief. The deed of the purchase of 
the house and farm by the Adams family 
is recorded in 1720 at the State house. 
The deed of the John Quincy Adams 
house cannot be found, therefore such 
good authorities as Edwin W. Marsh, 
Franklin Curtis and I. Hull Adams believe 
there is no foundation for the assertion 
that the John Quincy Adams birthplace is 
the older of the two houses. Mr, Curtis, 
one of Quincy's most accurate historians, 
says the finding of the brick with the date 
1716 in the chimney of the John Quincy 
Adams house proves nothing, as the brick 
might have been inscribed before it was 
put into the house. He said also the 
house might have been a shop or carriage 
house belonging tothe estate when pur- 
chased by the father of John Adams, and 
afterwards made into a house, as the deed 
of the John Adams house speaks of such a 
building. 

Further, Mr. Curtis says, the Adams 
Chapter can claim their house, the John 
Adams birthplace, to be th2*older and that 
there is no one that can prove it to be

good. The wholesale importers of granite 
monuments, for in that form most of the 
foreign granite now comes, may pooh- 
pooh this sort of argument for a prohibi- 
tive duty on the material, but it is sensi- 
ble notwithstanding. We need to develop 
the granite deposits of this country, of 
which there are immense tracts yet un- 
touched by the hand of man; we should 
begin to build our cities of nature’s most 
durable material, and our memorials of the 
native product. And while we should put 
a tariff on foreign granite large enough to 
keep it out of this country entirely, we 
should put up the bars at the same time 
against the wage-lowering granite cutters, 
Supply, demand, and the wage question 
would adjust themselves, were the foreign 
elements—material and men—not involved 
in the industry.

Odd Fellows Pay Tribute t 


Deceased Members, 


Attend Services in a Body at 


‘ Bethany Church. 


Address on “Fraternity,” a Poem 
and Necrology. 


It isthe annual custom of Odd Fellows 
lodges to observe a memorial day for 
deceased brothers, Often these services are 
in the lodge room, but of late Mount Wol- 
laston lodge has held exercises of a more 
public character in one of the churches, 
This year they invited Rev. Edwin Noah 
Hardy, the pastor of Bethany Congre- 
gational church, to address them, and it 
was arranged to unite the memorial service

The organ voluntary was by Mr. C. C. 
Bradford, and the cburch choir sang

anthem by the choir, ‘‘ Softly now the 
light of day” by Schilling, was followed by 
scripture reading by Rev. Edgar W. Preble 
of the Universalist church.

Fellow in 1884, and upon his death left a | 
widow and family. Both were quiet, faith- | 


ful and accomplished workmen of sturdy 
principles. Bro, Jones was a sufferer for 
years from asthma, but patient through it 
all, Bro. Miller met with reverses in his 
last days from business depression, but 
with a brave determination to overcome, 
But flesh is weak and final victory of char- 
acter over life must be sought in another 
world. A beautiful thought in verse closed 
the address, 

After prayer by Rev. Mr. Preble, Mr. 
Lewis Griffiths rendered asa solo, ‘* The 
Vacant Chair,’’ and then came a poem by 
Mr. Preble which is reproduced in full:

teacher has another: ‘‘ Love one another 
as I have loved you.”’ 

He is the recog- 
nized leader, There can be no fraternity 
in the commercial idea, Fraternity can 
not be selfish, Selfishness is the worst thing 
that can come upon us, In fraternity there 
seems to bea paradox, something against 
self preservation, It is natural a)l should 
strive to make the most of oneself. But 
we soon discover that a brother is striving 
for the same goal. Shall we help the 
brother when we are striving to excel 
him ? Fraternity and self culture meet 
here. Weare willing to do most anything 
for liberty, but with it we enter the 
bondaze of fraternity. 

There is no fraternal love unless a 
person is regenerated. Society is made 
out of that kind of material. The pro- 
gress is along two lines: development of 
individual and of organization. There is 
no fraternity unless based on @ true man. 
We have reached the era of combination.

Mr. Hardy made an appeal for Christian 
fraternity.

Some 
of your members are connected with the 
churches, but why not all? With 
fraternity you should be foremost workers 
in the church. Cooperation was often 
asked in vain, but this meeting tonight 
was along the rightline. Let us recognize 
the source from which fraternity comes. 
Work together and reorganize society.

THE CREWS COMPARED 


Poughkeepsie Aquatic Colony Com- 
pleted by the Arrival of Yala y 


Relative Merits of Men Shown 
by Statistics. 


Victor of "Varsity Race Will Have a Hard 


Pull For tt. 


3F 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 21.--Yale is 
here and the aquatic colony on the Hud- 
son is complete at last. From now on 
there will be no occasion to guess or 
go by “inside reports” for the three 
crews most prominent in this year’s bat- 
tle afloat will now be seen breasting the 
same tide, topping the same seas and 
rowing under similar conditions. The 
arrival of Yale makes everything com- 
plete on the river, and now that she 
is here the big strip of water takes on 
additional interest and will be watched 
with keener interest than at any time 
since the first of the colony got here and 
put its boat for the first time into the 
water. 

Outside of trainers’ assistants and 
bull-dog mascots everybody deserted the 
training places. None of the crews 
rowed yesterday. 

For the benefit and information of 
those desiring to know the points of the 
three crews to row in the big ‘varsity 
race of Friday, June 25, these statistics 
are given: 

Weight—There is a difference of 1414 
pounds in the average weights of the 
crews. Yale is the heaviest and Cor- 
nell the lightest, with Harvard as a 
happy medium. If weight counts for 
endurance, then Yale has the advantage, 
but, on the contrary, Cornell, with the 
lightest crew on the river, won last 
year’s race easily. Cornell is lighter 
than ever this year, the lately added 
youngsters who succeeded some heavy 
men being very light. For idealty Har- 
vard's is the best. The average weights 
of the crew, exclusive of coxswains, are 
as follows: 

Cornell, 159 pounds; 
Yale, 173%. 

Endurance—Harvard suffered last year 
from lack of endurance, while the light 
Cornell crew finished In splendid shape, 
although judged by the college “experts” 
as being too light to possibly withstand 
the strain of four miles. It fs generally 
conceded that Yale crews always finish 
strong, and that endurance Is their best 
point. Harvard has trained this year 
to overcome last year’s defeat, and it fs 
not only possible, but probable, that the 
hard racing will be done In the last mile. 


Harvard, 169; 


Starts—Both Harvard and Cornell 
have studied much on the starts, and 
both incline to a quick start, but an 


equally quick slow-down to a normal 
stroke. Yale catches water quickly, but 
swings down to an easy gait atonce. If 
Harvard and Cornell get fighting in the 
first mile or two and keep upa fast 
stroke, Yale, with her easy swing, will 
win the race. Or, if Harvard and Yale 
put up a terrific contest in the first mile, 
Cornell will repeat her performance of 
last year. 

Length of stroke—Harvard pulls the 
longest stroke and has the quickest re- 
covery. Yale comes next and uses 
more body on the oar, but ships {t more 
quickly for recovery. Cornefl is about 
the same as last year, not quite so long 
as the present Harvard stroke, but 
enappler. 

Boats and rigging—Cornell will use a 
new Watters’ paper boat, but both Har- 
vard and Yale will use cedar boats built 
in this country. The Cornell and Yale 
crews use the American swivel oarlock, 
but the Harvard crews use the English 
thole pin, and claim that they get much 
more power.

Wednesday, June 23—Two-mile race 
for freshmen of Yale, Harvard and Cor- 
nell, to be rowed up stream, between 
4 and 5 o'clock p. m. 

Friday, June 25—Four-mile race for 
"varsity crews of Yale, Harvard and 
Cornell, to be rowed down stream, at 
3:30 p. m. sharp. 

Wednesday, June 30—Two-mile race, 
Cornell, Columbia and Pennsylvania, to 
be rawed down stream between 4 and 
5p. m. 

Friday, July 2~—¥Four-mile ‘varsity 
race, Cornell, Columbla and Pennsyl- 
vania, to be rowed.down stream be- 
tween 4 and 5p. m.

When the judgment was 
read to the fashionable congregation, 
Mrs. Warszawick, who was present, 
arose and declared in a loud voice that 
her husband was innocent. She was 
put out of the church, while the pastor 
announced a hymn to quiet the congre- 
gation. 


Engine Derailed by Cows, 

Lexington, Mass., June 21.—Engine 346 
cf the Boston and Maine railroad at- 
tached to a freight train running from 
Lowell to Bedford ran into and killed 
four cows that were upon the track near 
Bedford Springs, about 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. The engine broke from 
the train and was thrown into the ditch 
upon its side. Engineer Bushee was 
caught underneath it and badly though 
not fatally scalded. None of the cars 
left the rails. A wrecking train was 
sent from Boston and after several hours 
of hard work the engine, which was 
badly wrecked, was put back upon the 
iron and taken to Boston.

This 
fact should be borne in mind in selecting 
plants for such lots. —Exchange.

CORONATION OF QUEEN VICTORIA, JUNE 28, 
1838, 


The first great difficulty of the police 
was assisting owners of seats on stands 
and houses to get to them, they being 
permitted to drive to them up to 10 
o'clock, for there was a vast interval be- 
tween @ title to a seat and actual pos- 
session. The crowds on the sidewalks 
were quite willing to give passage to the 
favored mortals who owned seats, but 
to do so Was difficult. And the difficulty 
was further increased by the arrival of 
the troops after 8:30, taking up thelr 
appointed places. The wise, however, 
had reached thelr seats in stands or ob 
tained access to houses where they had 
bought windows by 7 o'clock to 7:30. It 
was only the inevitable late comers who 
bad to push and struggle, in the case of 
ladies, much to the damage of thelr 
tolleties. At length order was evolved 
out of chaos—many of the extreme late 
comers were peremptorily shut out and 
everybody settled down to wait. The 
picture was complete. The last touches 
of decorator, upholsterers and florist had 
been given, the fine effect of the decora- 
tions could be viewed, the places were In 
their places. 

Decoration for her majesty’s jubilee 
has been universal and without stint. 
Could the queen have passed this morn- 
ing through some of the wretched streets 
of her great London, some of those nar- 
row, ill-favored alleys where pale-faced 
children come to believe the sky ts only 
a yard wéile, where there is want and 
hunger and ‘disease the year round— 
she could have found no more striking 
evidence of her abiding place in the 
hearts of her people. The resplendent 
West End, with its crimson glory, great 
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banners, triumpna! arches, purterres 
of costly blossoms meant no more, if half 
so much as the tiny paper flag, the yard 
or so of narrow red, white and blue 
stretched along a window sill and round 
a common flower pot with its single rose, 
modest decorations, which formed to- 
day shrines for the children of the 
shadows in the Whitechapel, Spital- 
fields, Hoxton or Shoreditch alleyways. 

It is, however, to the 6% miles of the 
processional route that one must turn 
for what are considered the jubilee 
decorations. In deseribing them it may 
be said at the outset the art of street 
decoration is not understood in Lon- 
don. While here and there much that 
is beautiful meets the eye, it Is not pos- 
sible to escape the fact that the ensemble 
has been ruined by lack of concerted ef- 
fort. The means employed have been 
as varied as the ends achieved. While 
there Is plenty of red, white and blue, 
the greatest rellance has been placed on 
crimson trimmed with gold. Mot- 
toes are beautified with strolls, banners, 
flags, the royal arms, the imperial mono- 
gram, portraits of the queen in every 
possible ferin of reproduction, and un- 
limited allusions to “18%7-1897." 

In the richer streets are countless, 
costly blossoms, but paper flowers have 
not been disdained, especially In such 
decorations as are In the street proper, 
and the green of evergreen and firand 
laurel garment the triumphal arches. 

In streets off the line of route the dec- 
frations were as lavish as was commen- 
furate with the prosperity of the in- 
habitants Flags, banners and imperial 
devices of every description were dis- 
played, many windows had hangings of 
s0me sort, generally scarlet and gold,or 
red, white and blue, and many others 
added flowers In short, by decorations 
as by everything else, London was trans- 
formed into a vast court at which an 
empire rendered fealty to its soverign.

The procession started from the whart 
at the foot of State street shortly after 
4 o'clock and the British troops marched 
through the streets of Boston for the 
first time in many years. The route 
of the procession was a short one, but 
the visitors were accorded a most hearty 
welcome. The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery company with its brilliant 
though variegated uniform headed the 
line, followed by the red jacketed ma- 
rines and sallors of the British warship. 
The marines escorted a delegation of 
retired officers of the British service, 
veterans, pensioners, etc., carrlages with 
disabled veterans and the Caledonian 
society of Boston brought up the rear. 

The parade finished at Mechanics hall 
where had already assembled a large 
number of the English residents of this 
city and many cf the citizens of English 
birth. 

The banquet was attended by over 
2500 persons, Inciuding Collector War- 
ren, Governor Wolcott and many of the 
state officials, Mayor Quincy, Sir Dom- 
inic E. Colnaghi, British consul In Bos- 
ton; Captain Humphage of H. M. 8. 
Pallas and the presidents of the Scots, 
Irish and British Charitable soctetles. 
George B. Perry of the British consulate 
presided and General Curtis Guild, Jr., 
acted as toastmaster. 

General Guild, after a short opening 
speech, introduced Collector Winslow 
Warren, wh» responded to the toast of 
the “President of the United States.” 

The next toast was that to “The 
Queen,” and Sir Dominic E. Colnaghi 
arose to respond amid cheers. 

Governor Wolcott, in behalf of the 
commonwealth, alluded to the fact that 
the Englishmen In the city today came 
to the town that headed the rebellion of 
acentury ago. This, perhaps, was one 
of the causes of the warmth of the re- 
ception. 

Mayor Quincy extended the congratu- 
lations and the hearty welcome of the 
city to the visitors. Colonel Kingscate, 
R. A., and Captain Graves of the Berk- 
shire regiment responded to the toast, 
“Brothers in Arms,” while Captain 
Humphage spoke forthe navy. “For the 
Empire and the Colonies,"’ Hon. Nicho 
las Flood Davin had a few words, and 
Rev. George C. Lorimer responded to the 
toast, “Our Old Home and the New.”

WEEKLY CROP REPORT 


Farm Work Resumed.--Corn Is Backward and 
Potatoes In Bad Condition. 

Boston, June 22.—The weather has con- 
tinued cool In the North, but there has 
been less rain and sume sunshine and the 
crop outlook is improving On low 
lands crops look poor, but on higher, 
lighter soll grass and grain are heavy, 
and field crops, except corn are doing 
fairly well. In southern districts nor- 
nal temperatures prevalled There has 
been considerable sunshine and little 
rainfall, and all crops are improving 
fast. Haying has begun and a large 
crop generally Is indicated 

Maine. 

In southern Maine the week has been 
the most favorable of the season for 
farm work and field crops Over the 
rest of the state have been 
frequent and although the conditions 
are improving the ground is still too wet 
and cold, on the low 
lands. Hail did some damage in cen- 
tral counties on the 18th. Thereissome 
complaint of potato seed rotting in 
Aroostook county, and of sweet corn 
failing to come In Oxford county. Grass 
and early grain look well. 

New Hampshire. 

Most crops have been helped by the 
favorable weather during the week, but 
corn is still making a poor showing. 
Potatoes on low land have rotted, but 
on uplands are growing fast. Grass is 
beyond damage from possible drought 
and is an excellent crop, except on low 
meadows where the soll is too wet. 
Some varities of strawberries are rust- 
ing, but generally a fair crop is promised. 

Vermont, 

The weather has been cool but gen- 
erally pleasant and the ground ts fast 
getting into workable condition, Grass 
is rather light on low meadows, but else- 
where an excellent crop ts Indicated; 
some has been cut. Corn grows very 
slowly and is of poor color, but most 
other crops are pushing along very well 
now. Cherries and plums promise a 
light crop.

Massachusetts, 

Several days of warm, bright sunshine 
have benefited fleld crops very much 
and most of them are improving very 
fast. The nights are still too cool for 
tomatoes, corn, etc., and these crops look 
rather uneven and poorincolor. Straw- 
berries are ripening and are very good 
on light land; on low land they are late. 
Grapes are blossoming very full. Hay- 
ing has begun to some extent with a 
good crop in prospect Cranberries are 
promising. 

Rhode Island, 

The temperature has been near the 
normal! and there has been considerable 
sunshine during the week, which favored 
crops. Potatoes are showing very good 
Peas are ripening very unevenly. Straw 
berries are being marketed. Haying 
hae begun. 

Connecticut, 

With higher temperature, more sun- 
shine and less rain al! crops have taken 
a new start during the week. Corn Is 
still of poor color but is improving. Po- 
tatoes are very good. Much tobacco 
has been set. Grain of all kinds ts 
standing more erect. Turnip and cab- 
bage seed has been damaged by wet 
weather. Cabbage seed breaks down 
and the turnip seed has rotted. Some 
hay has been cut; a large crop is Indi- 
cated.

Tue City CovuNciL can do nothing this 
year to affect the taxes of 1897, as the ap- 
propriation order has passed, but this 
Council! can keep down the tax rate of 1898 
by the proper placing of new loans. It is 
pleasing to note that the Committee on 
Finance of the Council has given some 
thought to the suggestion of the LEDGER, 
to consolidate smal! loans and then spread 
the payment over ten years rather than 
make al! mature in one year. The Council 
of 1896 is responsible for the large tax rate 
of this year, because it increased so largely 
the debt maturing this year. This City 
Council] need not increase materially the 
burdens of 1898 if it adopts the new policy 
now contemplated. Other cities, notably 
Boston, consolidate several items into one 
Joan bill, and it can be done in Quincy. 
Sucb a course would not be necessary had 
the loans been properly placed when 
authorized, but under the circumstances 
the new policy Is necessary tu relieve the 
burden which now oppresses the city. Oar 
municipal debt is not large and should not 
be burdensome, but to pay off over 21 per 
cent, in one year requires $3.50 of the tax 
rate, 


Ir was surprising to note in the City 
Council last evening that a Councilman 
from Atlantic should oppose better railroad 
service for Quincy. There is altogether 
too much district work by the Council, and 
not enough for the city asa whole, The 
Quincy station accommodates many more 
people than those living in Ward One. 
People from al! parts of the city take the 
train at Quincy, because many of them 
have business at Quincy first. Quiacy Is a 
street railway centre for seven routes, and 
is entitled to better service on the N. Y., 
N.H. & H.R. R. It now has only about 
sixty per cent. of the trains it had a few 
years ago and it is not surprising that there 
is a remonstrance when some of the popu- 
lar trains are removed. 

Another surprise was that Ward One 
Councilmen sbould have permitted a 
Councilman from West Quincy to take the 
initiative. But this, upon investigation 
shows auother reasofi why the 12M. train 
should be restored. It was a mail train, 
and Councilman Cain offerrd the motion 
at the suggestion of Postmiaster Burke, 
who has an eye to-giving Quincy the best 
mail service, 


Piping Hot Soon. 


There is hope yet for the summer resorts 
and summer business, As the Herald 
says, it is not often that the summer 
solstice arrives before the season is in fuli 
blast at the seashore and inland resorts, 
but such seems to be the case this year, 
Tae protracted rains have postponed the 
opening of many of the popular summer 
hotels, and those that have thrown open 
their doors are not receiving the patronage 
ordinarily expected at this season of the 
year.

THOMAS JEFFERSON. 


THE ORIGINAL DEMONETIZATION OP 
SILVER WAS EFFECTED By 
JEFFERSON’S ORDER. 


He Was at All Times Opposed to Cheap 
Money aud Repudiation of Debts—Be- 
Meved That Coinage Ratio Should Stick 
Close to the Market Ratlo— Favored Use 
of Both Metals, but Showed a Moderate 
Preference For Gold—Could Not Have 
Stood on the Chicago Platform, 


Thomas Jefferson was a patriot and a 
statesman of the highest order. It is 
proper for all true Democrats to cele- 
brate his birthday, April 18, and to 
commemorate his many excellent qual- 
ities, but why should those who voted 
in 1896 to repudiate debts and to cheap- 
én our dollar by attempting to fix an 
artificial ratio between gold and silver 
widely different from the market ratio 
meet to honor, or dishonor, Jefferson's 
name? Is there anything in his writings 
or his conduct to indicate that he would 
have been a cheap money and repudia- 
tion Democrat? 

In 1783 Mr. Jefferson wrote: 

The proportion between the value of gold 
and silver is a mercantile problem altogether. 
ee Just principles will lead us to disregard 
legal proportions altogether, to inquire inte 
the market price of gold in the several coun 
tries with which we shall principally be con 
nected in commerce and to take an average 
from them. 

Does this sound iike the silver plank 
of the Chicago platform? 

In a letter to Mr. Hamilton in Feb- 
ruary, 1792, Mr. Jefferson expressed his 

| Opposition to cheapening the dollar or 
|} reducing tke monetary unit. He said of 
| the dollar: 

I very much doubt a right now to change the 
} value, and ¢specially to lessen it. It would 
| lead to so eusy a mode of paying off their 
|} debts * * * Should it be thonght, however, 
that congress may reduce the value of the dol- 
lar, Il should be for adopting for our unit, in- 
stead of the dollar, either one ounce of pure 
vilver or one ounce of standard silver, so as to 
keep the unit of money a part of ‘he system 
of me s, Weights and coins. 

The original “‘demonetization of si:- 
ver’? was effected by the following or- 
der from Thomas Jefferson: 

DEPARTMENT OF State, May %, 1806. 

| Sm—In conseqnence of a representation from 
| the directors of the Bank of the United States 
that considerable purchases have been made 
| of dollars coined at the mint for the purpose 
of exporting them, and as it is probable fur- 
ther pur = and exportafions will be made, 
the president (Thomas Jefferson) directs that 
all silver to be coined at the mint shall be of 
} small denominations, so that the value of the 
| largest piece shall not exceed half a dollar. 

| JAMES MADISON. 

ROBERT PATTERSON, Esq., 

| Director of the Mint. 

| Except 1,000 pieces, no more silver 
dollars were coined till after Andrew 
Jackson retired from the presidency. 

It is clear from Jefferson's writings 
that he favored the use of both metals, 
but only at their natural ratio in the 
world’s markets. He seems to have had 
an instinctive fear that people who wish- 
ed an ‘‘easy mode of paying off their 
debts’’ would attempt to fix our coin- 
age System independent of the world’s 
markets. His policy at all times was to 
stick close to the natural ratio. 

His desire to ascertain the market ra- 
tio between gold and silver and adopt 
that as the legal ratio is shown again 
in his supplemental notes, Works, edi- 
tion of 1853, volume I, page 170, written 
in 1783 or 1784, when he suggests that 
the committee of the states be instructed: 
tulso proper persons to inquire 
proportions between the values 
Id and tine silver atthe markets of 


daisuret 


al countries with which we are or 
may probably be connected in commerce, and 
what would be a proper proportion here, hav- 


ing regard to the average of their values at 
those markets and to other circumstances, 
and to report the same to the committee, by 
them to be laid before congress. 

Jefferson framed and had passed by 
| the Virginia assembly a law by which 
the value of the paper money of Amer- 
ica was settled “in sterling money or 
the lawful money of England.”’ 

If Jefferson had been compelled to 
choose between the two metals, he 
would undoubtedly have taken gold, In 
his ‘‘Notes’’ he observed that the high 
price which Spain paid for gold had a 
tendency to draw away gold and to 
leave us only silver. He thought, there- 
fore, that ‘‘we might with safety lean 
to a proportion somewhat above par for 
gold. ? 

Free silver Democrats are not Jeffer- 
son Democrats. They should either 
abandon their false doctrines or worship 
at another shrine.

| It is simply astonishing how many peo- 
ple have made failures by building private 
stables for themselves, and, having gone 
into this part of it first, have brought up 
in the possession of a stable only and have 
bad nothing left with which to build a 
house. I myself can call to mind some 
half a dozen such cases where the parties 
had even so far overreached themselves as 
| to be glad to fix up the stable as a house, 
| Ina matter of this kind it is best and 
safest to provide for yourself first. In any 
event « stable worthy of the name is a lux-

ary for the rich only. Hence when you 
build let it be first for your own wants. 
A stable may follow if itis needed and the 
pocketbook fat enough. 

In putting up 4 stable it is necessary to 
observe a fitness of style to the home, and 
there should always be a characteristic 
feeling of kinship between the two that 
will distinguish them as belonging to the 
same class. It is generally the case that 
the two buildings are seen at the same 
time, and the blending perspective effects 
| of two opposing styles will detract from 
| each other. 

I have seen stables near handsome resi 
dences which to me simply proclaimed the 
ignorance of the owner and verified the 
conclusion that vanity dwelt in one, while 
poverty held sway in the other. It takes

as careful thought to plan a stable to mate 
with a stylish house as it does for the 
house itself, and the same hands should do 
the two if possible. 

A stable need not be expensive to be 
artistic. The rough, rugged walls, of fleld 
| stone or bowlders, can be done ag here 
shown and will produce a charming effect 
| when covered with running vines. The 
form of the structure may be made to 
speak for itself by simple touches of artistic 
inspirations without added cost or labor. 

In this stable the stonework of the first 
story was adopted because there was a 
| bank in the rear corner some eight feet 
deep, and, it being desirable to build close 
to the two lines, the stogp was best for the 
purpose. For the same reason the first 
| floor is made entirely of cement, well un

MADE A NEW RECORD. 


Fifty-Six Pages of the Tariff Bill 
Passed by the Senate. 


Free List Taken Up and Soon 
Completed. 


Row Comes the Wool, Silk and Tobacco 
Schedules---House Session. 


Washington, June 22.—The senate 
made a record in the tawiff debate yes- 
terday. Fifty-six pages of the bill were 
passed, including the free list. Ex- 
cepting the paragraphs on hides, coal, 
gloves snd some lesser articles the last 
two schedules of the dutiable list were 
completed. 

Early in the day the wool and silk 
schedules went over with an agreement 
that wool would be taken up today. 
After that the tobacco schedule, the 


| reciprocity provisions and the internal 


revenues portions of the bill, as well as 
the many Isolated paragraphs, passed 
over, remain to be considered. The 
progress was so marked, however, that 
for the first time there was a feeling that 
the end was not far off. 

There was little debate, the main topics 
of discussion being matches and fuses. 
On the latter item an amendment by 
Mr. Pettigrew reducing the rate to 10 
per cent came within one vote of pass- 
ing against the protest of the finance 
committee, the vote being a tie—24 to 24. 
While the free list was under considera- 
tion Mr. Bacon of Georgia gave notice 
of an amendment placing cotton ties on 
the free list, and Mr. McLaurin of South 
Carolina gave notice of another amend- 
ment taking raw cotton from the free 
list, thus completing the action hereto- 
fore taken of plaeing a duty of 20 per 
cent on cotton

viding for the consideration of a bill ap- 
propriating $100,000 for the repair of dry 
dock No. 3 at the New York navy yard.

OPEN DISAGREEMENT. 


Republican Senators at Variance on 
Troublesome Wool Schedule, 


Foraker and Allison Lose 
Their Tempers. 


Vest Improves the Opportunity to Say Some- 
thing Sarcastic. 


Washington, June 23.—Suave Senator 
Allison lost his temper on the floor of the 
senate yesterday afternoon, and this 
shows how exciting the debate became 
in the liveliest session since the tariff bill 
was taken up. It was over the trouble- 
some wool schedule, which, for a time, 
threatened to wreck the bill, for the Re- 
publican senators especially representing 
the wool growers openly rebelled against 
what they regarded as a breach of faith 
on the part of the managers of the bill, 
and intimated that the bill would never 
get any further unless the agreement, 
made first at the conference at Senator 
McMillan’s house, and ratified as recently 
as Monday, was carried out. 

Senator Quay was responsibie for the 
cause of the excitement, for, on his re- 
turn he persuaded the finance commit 
tee Republicans to depart from their 
agreement, in the interest of the manu- 
facturera whom he specially represented, 
and, in the attempt to carry out this 
change of policy, Senator Allison roused 
the wrath of the Western Republicans, 
and especially the representatives of the 
wool growers. $ 

Mr. Foraker asserted that an agree- 
ment concerning rates on certain wools 
was being violated and that, under such 
circumstances, would be 
free to act for himself 

Mr. Allison, with great vehemence, 
declared that he could not be driven by 
threats. 

Mr. Carter, who had aroused the storm, 
endeavored to have the paragraphs re- 
lating to carpet wools go over witha 
view to securing some united action, but 
Mr. Vest, in an tronical speech, objected 
to delaying the era of prosperity and 
postponing the publie business while 
Republican senators held a caucus, 

Mr. Teller of Colorado also spoke 
against delay, and took occasion to say 
he would not vote for the bill unless ob- 
jectionable features were eliminated. 

Aside from this stormy interruption 
fair progress was made on the wool 
schedule. The duty on first-class wool 
was agreed to at 10 cents per pound, and 
on second-class wool, 11 cents, which is

between the house and senate rates in 
each case. The rates on third-class 
wools went over. Most of the other 


amendments related to the classification 
of wools. On one of the amendments 
Mr. Jones of Arkansas spoke against 
the entire schedule as severely oppres- 
sive on the consumers of woolen goods.

Reading, Mass., June 23.—After a 
short but exciting chase last night, Chief 
of Police Merrill apprehended and locked 
up a colored man, who gave his name as 
William Henry Monroe, on suspicion 
of being concerned in the holding up 
of the electric car last Friday 
Monroe was near the depot when 
Chief Merrill jumped out after him, but 
the man was too quick for the officer and 
started to run down the railroad track. 
The sight of a colored man running 
like mad along the track with the chief 
of police after him aroused the greatest 
excitement in the town and a great 
crowd joined in the pursuit. The chase 
was, however, a short one as the man 
stumbled and fell, and was almost im- 
mediately secured. On the way tothe 
jail the officer and the captive were 
surrounded by a throng of citizens every 
one of whom had not the slightest doul 
that the much-wanted colored highway- 
man had at last been captured. At 
the jail the man gave his name and told 
such a probable story that it is now 
believed that he knows nothing of the 
holdup.

THERE WAS quite a little talk in the 
City Council Monday evening, that only 
debts for permanent improvements could 
be borrowed on a loan extending over one 
year, but the loan bill for Boston approved 
by Mayor Quincy contains $25,000 for 
street improvements in each ward of the 
city, and some $200,000 extra for special 
streets; $2000 for a deficit in one depart- 
ment; $34,500 for laying out streets; and 
many similar items. The loan as it now 
stands contains 72 items aud amounts to 
$1,173,300. It is drawn for 20 years but 
Mayor Quincy would pay it in 10 years. 

We do not know whether ‘‘ permanent ” 
and ‘‘current’’ cut any figure in loans, 
but it is evident that Boston includes the 
laying out of streets in long term loans. 
A good definition of ‘* permanent” 
might be an improvement that is not re- 
quired every year. The city will not be 
required to accept Miller Stile road every 
year, or Whitwell street, or to build a tide 
gate near the almghouse, etc. Nothing in 
the City Charter of Quincy prokibits bor- 
rowing on a term of years even for cirrent 
expenses, The term does not appear as 
far as we know in any act relative to debt 
or loans. 

These three sections from Chapter 29 of 
of the Public Statutes relative to muni- 
cipal indebtedness seem to cover the point: 

Sect. 6. Cities and towns may by 
ordinary vote incur debts for temporary 
loans in anticipation of the taxes of the 
year in which such debts are incurred, and 
of the year next ensuing, and expressly 
made payable therefrom by vote of the city 
or town. 

Sect. 7. Other debts than those men- 
tioned in the preceding section shall be 
incurred only by a vote of two-thirds of the 
voters present and voting at a town-meet- 
ing, or of two-thirds of all the members of 
each branch of the City Council, taken by 
yeas and nays, and approved by the mayor; 
or, if he disapproves such vote, by another 
like vote taken after notice of such dis- 
approval, which notice shall be given 
within ten days from the time in which the 
vote of the City Council is laid before the 
mayor; and if the mayor fails to give such 
notice to the branch of the City Council in 
which such vote was first taken, he shall 
be deemed to have approved such vote. 

Secr. 8. All debts mentioned in the 
preceding section shall be payable within 
the following periods: namely, debts in- 
curred in supplying the inbabitants with 
water, within not exceeding thirty years; 
debts incurred in constructing sewers, 
within not exceeding twenty years; and all 
other debts within not exceeding ten years, 

The proposed loans seems to come under 
the last clause of the section, ‘‘and all 
other debts within not exceeding ten 
years.’’ That appropriations may be 
grouped is plain from Section 3} of Chapter 
312 of the Acts of 1885, viz: 


Sect. 3. When an ordinance, order, 
resolution or vote of acity council, or of 
either branch thereof, involving the appro- 
priation or expenditure of money, or the 
raising of a tax, and including several 
items or sums, is presented to the mayor of 
a city for his approval, he may approve 
some of the items or sums, and disapprove 
others; and in case of such disapproval 
the portion of the ordinance, order, 
resolution or vote so approved shall be ip 
force, in like manner as if the items or 
sums disapproved had never been a part 
thereof; and the mayor shall return a 
statement of the items or sums disapproved, 
with his objections in writing, to that 
branch of the city council in which the 


ordinance, order, resolution or vote 
originated. The items or sums so dis- 
approved sbal! not be in force unless 


passed by the city council, or by that 
branch thereof by which the ordinance, 
order, resolution or vote was passed, if 
passed by one branch only, in the manner 
provided in section six, chapter twenty- 
eight of the Public Statutes 


It has been ciaimed that debts to be paid 
within ten years must be in equal annual 
payments, but we fail to find such a 
requirement in the Statutes, It is the aim 
of the LEDGER to prevent an increase in 
the debt maturing in the year 1898, and 
the City Council will be blessed by the 
taxpayers if it lightens the burdens of 
taxation the next few years. Our munici- 
pal debt is not large and should not con- 
tinue oppressive, but it will if one-year 
loans are made.

M. will close at 4.45 
P.M. There will also be ao outward mail 
closing at 5.30 P. M. as now. 


Attempt at Suicide. 


George W. Rockwell of Quincy avenue 
attempted suicide Tuesday afternoon by 
slashing his left arm witha razor. It 
said that he has been drinking hard for a 
week or more and this was probably what 
caused him to attempt his life. He slashed 
his arm in a horrible manner cutting the 
arteries through to the bone causing his 
arm to bleed profusely. Dr. Welch was 
summoned and ordered his removal to the 
City Hospital, On the way to the Hospital 
Rockwell became violent and it required 
two men to hold him. It was thought at 
first that he had lost so much blood that he 
would die, but itis now thought that he 
will recover although the pbysicians say 
that he will never recover the use of his 
arm, and that it will have to be amputated. 
Rockwell was a blacksmith and at one 
time had a shop on Quincy avenue.

“NO LONGER A POWER.” 


Professor Thomas Addresses Wellesley Grad- 
uates on the Need of Good Poetry. 

Wellesley, Mass., June 23.—Commence- 
ment was observed yesterday afternoon 
at Wellesley college, a class of 149 young 
ladies receiving degrees of A. B., while 
four members of the alumni were given 
the degree of A. M. 

Professor Calvin Thomas of Columbia 
university delivered the commencement 
address. He said in part: “In these 
days it would seem that poetry is no 
lenger a power in the lives of men, but 
ths become merely the delight of con- 
npisseurs. Longfellow, Tennyson and 
Browning have no equals at the present 
time. The poetry of today is mostly of 
a lower order of merit, though much of 
it is excellent. Good poetry lives for- 
ever, and while it has been said that the 
frivolous poetry produced in our time 
is injurious, to my mind it seems that 
productions of this nature are soon for- 
gotten, and not being taken seriously, 
prove to be one of the most harmless 
of vices. Again it Is said that poetry 
is not needed. It is needed. It satis- 
fies a fundamental and imperishable 
need in our lives. It is necessary for 
our pleasure, for consolation and for 
our joy. 

“Some very great works of fiction 
will in a degree take the place of poetry, 
but it is a long descent. Without poetry 
we would cease to be emotional beings 
and become mere thinking machines.” 


Bryan's Reply to Bateman. 

Cincinnati, June 23.—The Enquirer 
prints the following statement by Hon.

Yale Opens a Breach, 

From that point on to the finish Yale 
rowed steadily at 33 and 34, quickening 
to 36 several lengths from the finish in 
an endeavor to make the breach be- 
tween her old enemy, Harvard, and her- 
self a trifle wider. And although Har- 
vard picked her stroke up to 26 after 
passing the mile and held it there until 
the finish, it lacked power, and the boat 
dropped gradually behind, crossing the 
line a trifle over two lengths behind the 
Yale boat. 

When Yale passed both the Harvard 
and Cornell crews, just beyond the mile 
mark, Cornell, who had pulled their boat 
on to even terms, and perhaps, as seen 
from the observation train, slightly in 
advance of Harvard, made a desperate 
effort to keep Yale from gaining, but it 
was of less avail even than Harvard's 
effort, and at the mile and a half there 
was clear water between Cornell and 
Harvard. From there on to the finish 
Cornell whooped It up to 36 per minute 
and closed up the gap slightly, finishing 
just about an even length in Harvard’s 
rear. 

Mr. Courtney of the Cornell crews says 
that his freshmen were beaten by the 
heaviness of the Yale crew, which was 
too much for them in a two mile race. 
He said they were fairly beaten by 
greater strength, and that there was 
nothing to be added. Fred White, who 
has assisted considerably with the train- 
ing of the Cornell eights, said in a dis- 
gusted tone that the youngsters showed 
a noticeakle lack of sense in running 
their stroke up and down and not keep- 
ing at a steady hard pull from the be- 
ginning. 

Captain Goodrich of the Harvard 
‘varsity crew says: ‘“‘Harvard is very 
much pleased with the result of the 
race. Neither Mr. Lehmann nor my- 
self had any idea that our freshmen 
crew would do anything. They had 
practically trained themselves. Mr. 
Lehmann devoted nearly all his atten- 
tion to the ‘varsity crew. They gave 
the Yale men a pretty good fight and 
beat our old victors of last year, and af- 
together we are very proud of them.”

BRYAN AND TARIFF. 


Senator Hoar Says He Is an Exponent 
of Free Trade. 


Silver Senators Defend Their 
Champion. 


Woo! Debate Has Now Reached the Duties on 
Wanufactured Goods. 


Washington, June 24.—The wool de- 
bate flew off ona tangent yesterday, and 
for a time the discussion was as to 
whether Bryan would veto the present 
tariff bill if he had been elected presi- 
dent. There were ifs and ands without 
number. 

Senator Hoar was the cause of the 
diversion. The silver senators from the 
West took up their for Mr. 
Bryan. 

The senate completed the schedule re- 
lating to raw wool. 

Mr. Quay moved to disagree to the 
committee amendments to paragraph 
857. The house rate was 32 per cent 
ad valorem on third class wool, valued 
at 13 cents or less. The committee rate 
Was 4 cents per pound on third class 
wools, valued at 10 cents or less. The 
effect of Mr. Quay’s motion would be 
to go back to the house rate of 32 per 
cent ad valorem. 

At this point Mr. Morgan of Alabama 
secured recognition for the introduc- 
tion of a bill to regulate the annexation 
of Hawaii to the United States. With- 
out comment the bill was referred toa 
the committee on foreign relations. 

Returning to the wool debate Mr. Hoar 
pointed out that there was not a ma- 
jority in the senate favorable to the 
doctrine of protection supported by the 
Republican party. It became neces- 
sary, therefore, to secure the co-opera- 
tion of those. who had supported a man 
for the presidency, who, if elected, was 
pledged to veto a tariff bill. 

Mr. Mantle replied that he had never 
known that the silver candidate for the 
presidency was pledged to veto a tariff 
bill. 

Mr. Hoar said Mr. Bryan’s record in 
the house of representatives would 
throw some light on the subject. 

*“* He was supported by nearly all the 
free traders in the country,” added Mr. 
Hoar, “and if the party did not pledge 
him, he pledged the party..” 

Mr. Mantle further stated that not- 
withstanding his interest in the wool 
schedule, he had never desired to lay 
any obstacle in the way of the tariff 
bill as a whole. 

Df. ANew satd the statement of Mr 
Hoar as to the silver candidate for the 
presidency should not go unchallenged. 
There was nothing in what Mr. Bryan 
had said justifying an assertion that 
he would have vetoed a tariff bill. If

ft had been a bill of confiscation, doubt- 


less he would have vetoed it. 

Mr. Hoar brough forward copies ot 
The Record showing Mr. Bryan's course 
on the tariff. He had voted in the house 
to put wool on the free list; he had 
earried out in triumph Mr. Wilson, who 
had denounced protection as robbery; 
he had himself denounced protection as 
a robbery. 

“T have a good deal of respect for Mr. 
Bryan,” continued Mr. Hoar. “His 
character has impressed me very favor- 
ably and I have never joined in criti- 
cisms upon him, but if he would not 
veto a tariff bill after such utterances 
I would not have much respect for him.” 

Mr. Stewart (Nev.) thought these crit- 
iclsms of Mr. Bryan were most unfair. 
For, said the senator, an examination 
of Mr. McKinley's record _would show 
him to have voted for the free and un- 
Umited coinage of silver. 

The vote was then taken on Mr. Quay’s 
motion to table the committee amend- 
ments to paragraph 357, and it was re- 
jécted—19 to 41. 

Mr. Teller reverted to the statements 
concerning Mr. Bryan. The latter's 
vote for free wool would not justify the 
assertion of the Massachusetts senator 
that Mr. Bryan would veto a tariff bill, 
as he might approve it as a revenue 
measure. 

Mr. Hoar interjected the remark that 
he had not intended to stir up senators, 
but had merely pointed out that at pres- 
ent the friends of the tariff bill were com- 
pelled to secure the co-operation of sen- 
ators who voted for a free trade candi- 
date and would probably vote for that 
candidate again. 

Mr. Teller declared that the Massachu- 
setts senator had dragged in a political 
question for the evident purpose of 
challenging the position of certain sen- 
ators. As for himself he wanted this 
lill passed. He did not believe it would 
bring the relief expected. He was here 
to see that a decent bill was enacted. 
He was not here to delay, for if there 
was any reltef it should come quickly. 
But if the Massachusetts senator desired 
to bring in political questions, Mr. Tel- 
ler gave notice that there would be full 
reply. 

Mr. Quay made a strong effort to have 
the house ad valorem rates on third 
class wool adopted, but he was defeated 
--19 to 41. The committee rates were 
then agreed to, viz: 

Four cents per pound on third class 
wools, valued at 10 cents or less per 
pi und, and 7 cents per pound on third 
class wools valued above 10 cents per 
peund. 

The schedule was completed up to 
paragraph 364, relating to cloths, knit 
fabrics, etc.

CHURGH BURNED. 


Randloph the Scene this Time of a 


Large Fire. 


The Baptist church at Randolph was 
totally destroyed by an incendiary fire 
Wednesday night. The fire was discovered 
by a watchman in a neighboring building 
at 11.30, who promptly gave the alarm. 
When it was seen what the fire was, word 
was sent to Holbrook for aid and that de- 
partment responded. Unfortunately, the 
stand pipe of the water supply was empty. 
Under ordinary circumstances the pressure 
would have been sufficient, but on this 
occasion it was not, owing to the namber 
of streams in use, The fire was then in 
the upper part of the edifice and burning 
briskly, and out of the reach of the water. 
Later the steamer was brought into use 
and although it did good service, it was 
too late to save the church, which will bea 
total loss. 

The only thing saved was the piano, a 
few settees and a desk. 

The cause of the fire was undoubtedly 
of incendiary origin for schoolmaster 
Joseph Belcher, who lives near by, saw 
two men leave the church shortly before 
the fire was discovered. As near as can be 
learned the parties entered the building 
through a back door and went up stairs 
and set the fire behind the organ.

While it was one which was most 
sought after it may be one which the truly 
virtuous are the least likely to obtain, but 
maoy men of virtue and integrity are 
holdiug positions of public trust. Then 
honor is received by persons who 
have in words expressed the greatest 
thoughts in the human language, and by 
great inventors and philosophers. She 
queried however, if the honor given by our 
immediate friends was not sweeter than} 
that accorded by the outside world, and} 
sv, in some respects, to be considered more 
important than any other? Reference 
wasfmade to the simplicity and virtue of 
Abigail Adams, which kept her name 
alive among succeeding generations. Great 
artists will not be forgotten. Last, but 
not least we come to the honor from the 
approval of our own consciences. Although 
we may not be able to attain military 
glory, Lave the intellect of a Virgil, or the 
genius of a Raphael, still we may all be 
virtuous, and although not publicly ac- 
knowledged have the approval of our own 
consciences, without which all honor is 
worthless. 

‘*As honor may be obtained by all who 
are truly noble, why should not all strive 
to win it? As we assemble here tonight, let 
me say that you ought to make serious 
efforts to deserve honor. Some of you are 
going to other schools, and if you do your 
duty there, you can not miss the honor 
bestowed by teachers and classmates alike. 
Those of you also, who are to start out 
into the world on your own account to 
battle with the fierce storms of life, keep 
virtue as a safeguard. Remember that 
you are trusted representatives of our 
school, and, that whatever you do, our 
good old Quincy High must be either 
proud of you or ashamed of you. Where 
ever you go, whomsoever you meet, first of 
all be virtuous, and honog will come of its 
own actord.

HIDES WILL BE TAXED. 


Republican Senators Finally Decide 
the Matter In Caucus, 


Finence Committee Rate on 
Tobacco Sustained, 


Senators Lodye and Hoar Opposed the Action 
In Regard to Hides. 


Washirfeton, June 25.—Hides will be 
taxed under the new tariff bill when it 
becomes a law. This was agreed upon 
at a caucus of Republican senators last 
night. Whether the duty will be specific 
or ad valorem yet remains to be decided 
The finance committee’s action in mak 
fing hides dutiable was sustained by a 
vote of 22 toll 

The committee was also sustained in 
the rate fixed upon imported wrapper 
tobacco. Tue only other disputed ques- 
tions considered were watches and wateh 
jewels, and upon these the finance com- 
mittee reversed, the house rates 
being accepied on watches and watch 
made free.

Mr. Lodge contended that the duty 
if imposed would not be of any con- 
sequence as a revenue item and that it 
would add nothing to the farmers’ re- 
turn on his cattle, while it Would have 
the effect of greatly injuring the in- 
dustry of leather manufacturers, Which 
had grown to immense proportions under 
the system of free hides. He said that 
the exports of leather goods amounte 
to $20,000,090 per annum, and asserted 
that if a stiff dufy should be impesed 
the industry would be greatly checKed. 

In reply the Western senators clafmed 
a@ direct benefit to the farmer from the 
duty and asserted-that he was as much 
entitled to the protection it would give

as were the manufacturers to the as- 
tistance they would receive from other 
duties. 


The vote was on the general proposi- 
tion to impose a duty, without regard 


to rates. The fixing of these, it was

orem rathe than the specific syste? 
that the committee will probably feel 


itself instructed to substitute this sys- 
tem for the Ie cents a pound r&te 
originally agreed upon. There was 


also a general expression against any 
increase upon India tanned goat and 
sheep skins, which the manufacturers 
regard as a substantial victory. 

The debate on the tobacce schedule 
Was confined to brief speeches by Sen- 
ators Hawley and Fairbanks. The 
firance committee had originally fixed 
the rate on unstemmed wrappér febacro 
at $1.50 per pound, in opposition to the 
house rate of $2per pound. The répre- 
sentatives of the leaf growers immed- 
fately began a contention for the res- 
toration of the house rate, which was 
resisted by the smaller manufacturers, 
particularly of the Western states, The 
finance committee yielded to the grow- 
ers to the extent of advancing the rata 
to $1.75. Senator Hawley represented 
the growers in their effort to secure a 
$2 rate, and Senator Fairbanks the man- 
ufacturers in their attempt to hold the 
original finance committee figures. The 
caucus decid+d without division to stand 
by the compromise rate of $1.75. 

There was only one vote raised in op 
position to the proposition to return to 
the house schedule on watches and in 
addition to admit watch jewels free of 
duty. The finance committee fixed a 
uniform rate of 40 per cent on watches, 
while the house provided a compound 
duty. It is to this compound system 
that the senate returns. 

The questions of reciprocity, trusts, 
Hawaii, sugar, beer, tea and internal 
revenue Were not discussed.

HAILSTONES WEICHING A POUND. 


Record Breaking Storm Sweeps Over Topeka. 
Many People Injured. 

Topeka, June 25.—The worst hail 
storm known in the history of Kansas 
struck this city shortly after 6 o'clock 
last night. Hailstones weighing 12 to 
16 ounces stripped the trees of their foli- 
age, smashed window panes, including 
the finest plate glass store fronts, cut 
down telegraph and telephone wires, 
riddled awnings and inflicted unpreced- 
ented damage throughout the city. Dogs 
were struck in the streets and instantly 
killed and horses were knocked to their 
knees. When the fury of the storm had 
passed dead birds were found every- 
where. Frequent and terrific lightning 
accompanied the storm. 

Topeka looks like a city that has with- 
stood an artillery siege. There are nct 
a dozen buildings in the town that are 
not almost windowless, and many roofs 
were caved in. 

The roofs of street cars also were 
pierced. The damage wrought can bet- 
ter be imagined when it is known that 
the hailstones ranged in size from that 
of a hen’s egg to that of an ostrich egg, 
‘and that 80 minutes after the sterm one 
hailstone was picked up which measured 
14 inches in circumference. Surgeons 
are busy dressing the wounds of persors 
injured in the storm, and reports of in- 
juries continue to be received. Many 
were hurt In runaways. 

The damage cannot be estimated, but 
it wil] amount to thousands. Window 
glass is already at a premium here, ard 
three carloads were ordered from Kan- 
sas City. Street car traffic is stopped. 


JAPAN'S DESIRE. 


Hawallans Insist That Mikado Wants to Ac- 
quire the Islands. 

Washington, June 25.—Hawalians in 
Washington insist that the reason for 
the protest of Japan against annexation 
is that Japan really desires to acquire 
the islands herself. The main point of 
contention between Japan and Hawali 
over the treaty between them, it is 
learned is as to the wording of the 
treaty which Hawaii seeks to abrogate. 
This treaty has a provision that it may 
be terminatcd at any time by mutual 
consent. ; 

This is construed by the Japanese 
government to mean that the treaty can- 
not be terminated without the consent 
of both governments, and as long as 
Japan insigts upon keeping It in force it 
cannot be abrogated. The Hawaiian 
contention is that the words have no 
such meaning, and that any centract or 
agreement can be dissolved by mutual 
consent as a matter of course; that if 
the claim of Japan was valid the treaty 
would be in effect permanently. 

It is understood that Japan Insists 
that her present claims must be ac- 
knowledged and accepted by the United 
States in case of annexation, although 
protesting against annexation. 


Reading Man Miasing. 

Reading, Mass., June 25.—The family 
of Thomas R. Todd of Reading are 
anxious to learn of his whereabouts, he 
having been missing since June 4, on 
which day he left home on the noon 
train, accompanied by his brother, to 
witness the ball game in Boston asa 
slight recreation. Later in the day the 
brothers separated, and since that time 
his family have had no knowledge of his 
whereabouts, except as they have heard 
of his being seen near the Castle Square 
hotel and on the streets in Boston by 
various Reading people. Mr. Todd has 
had the entire charge of the Samuel 
Pierce organ pipe business since the 
latter's death. Owing to the general 
business depression and his untiring de- 
votion to his employer's interestg ag 
{ntense anxiety fer the succesg of the 
business, it is feared his mind has be- 
come unbalanced. 


Concerning Pensions. 
Washington, June 25.—A policy whic 

will affect many pension claims has bee 

adopted by the interior department in 
a ruling just made by Assistant Séorg- 
tary Webster Davis, holding that the 
showing of the inclusion of a man’s name 
on the pension rolls is equivalent to the 
production ef an honorable discharge. 
The issue was made in the case of Judith 
8. Luckingbeal, widow of a veteran who 
served in the Eleventh Ohio infantry, 
and the ruling reverses the action of the 
pension bureau. Mr. Davis holds that 
a declaration for widows’ pensions un- 
der the act of June 27, 1890, alleging all

TALK ABOUT EU ROPE. 


Highly Interesting Notes Upon Various 
Topics Social, Political and Military. 4 
At the request of the nizam or king, 

of Haidarabad the British government 

at Calcutta has officially denied the 
widely circulated story with regard to. 
the alleged disappearance from the Hai- 
darabad treasury of the famous Moun- 
tain of Light diamond. The gem in 
question, which is of the purest water, 
weighs 180 carats aud was afew years 
ago the subject of a celebrated lawsuit 
between Mr. Jacobs, the original of 

Marion Crawford’s ‘‘Mr. Isaacs,’’ and 

the nizam and is still safe in the keep- 

ing of the latter, which it has never left 
since the conclusion of the trial. 


The plan of the grand manuvers of 
the French army, whick are to take 
place in September next, was recently 
officially announced. The field of oper- 
ations will be confined to the north, 
Arras and Douai forming the base on 
one side, while on the other Soissons 
and Villers-Cotteret mark the farthest 
limit. Thus the ground covered is that 
by way of which Paris has more than 
once been approached by a real invader, 
and the movements will reproduce in 
some degree those of Generals Faidherbe 
and Farre in 1871. 

It is comforting for Americans to 
learn from the returns lately published 
by the Journal Officiel at Paris that 
not a single citizen of the United States 
has abandoned his country in oxder to 
secure naturalization as a Frenchman 
during the Iatt 12 months. France ac- 
quired no less than 8,037 new citizens 
by means of naturalization last year. 
Belgians, Germans, Spaniards, Poles, 
Russians, Moors, Chinamen and Britons 
figure among the number, but not a sin- 
gle son of Uncle Sam. 


A new use has been found by the mil- 
itary authorities in Germany for the 
dogs of war, and Great Danes are now 
beimg trained in the various garrisons 
to attack military cyclists. Wheelmen 
clad in various uniforms and so protect- 
ed by padding that they are safe against 
bites, ride past the dogs, who instantly 
rush at the men, if costumed as French 
or Russians, and throw them to the 
ground. If by any chance the dog should 
attack a representative of the triple al- 
liance, he is severely whipped, while a 
reward is given to him when he assails 
the man who personates an enemy. 


Speculation is rife in Europe as to the 
cause of the astounding percentage of 
suicides among the medical profession 
in Russia. In the Muscovite empire the 
rate of suicide for ordinary mortals is 
80 in 1,000,000. But the rate for doc- 
tors is no less than 631 in 1,000,000, 
according to recent official returns. This 
is all the more a matter for concern, as 
Russia suffers more than any other na- 
tion in Europe from a scarcity of med- 
ical men. 


The library of the Vatican has just 
received as a gift from the University 
of Oxford the 49 volumes of the ‘* Sacred 
Books of the East,’’ which are the Eng- 
lish translations by Professor Max Mul- 
ler of the liturgical works used by the 
followers of Buddha and Confucius. 


One of the most eminent naval ex- 
perts in France describes in the Paris 
Temps the French fleet as a ‘‘ museum 
of specimens,’’ owing to the Zact that 
no two vessels are alike. Those now in 
process of construction represent no less 
than 21 different types, and it is need- 
less to point out the tactical disadvan- 
tages that must inevitably result from 
dissimilarity in the fighting units of a 
squadron. The expert likewise points 
out thatif France had received the same 
value for the money which she has 
spent on her ships during the last 20 
years as England the tonnage of her 
fleet today would be greater than it is 
by over 200,000 tons. This conveys a 
faint idea of the extravaganoe and mis- 
management of the French department 
of the navy. 


China is decidedly getting on and ina 
vein of progress and of enlightenment, 
for, according to news received in Lon- 
don from Peking, an imperial edict has 
recently been issued making the teach- 
ing of English compulsory in all the 
higher schools of the leading provinces. 
This isa reform which has not even 
been attempted as yet by the Japanese 
government, although frequent]y recom- 
mended. Japan, indeed, is sadly back- 
ward in educational matters. While she 
is spending colossal sums of money on 
her army and navy, official returns show 
that there are close upon 2,000,000 chil- 
dren of school age who are without 
schools or any educational facilities 
whatsoever. 


The present activity of Vesuvius has 
been much exaggerated, the volcano be- 
ing merely in what is known to scien- 
tists as a condition of ‘‘mild eruption.’’ 
The lava issuing from the various 
mouths of the Atrio del Cayallo forms 
a torrent flowing down the steep side 
of the new cone formed in that portion 
sf the mountain by recent eruptions 
and has interrupted the funicular rail- 
road. The main crater, however, shows 
no sigus of activity, and the openings 
from which the lava issues are relative- 
ly smiall and situated at its base. 


Much comment is excited in London 
by the extraordinarily slow progress 
made in the construction of the Uganda 
railroad, which, connecting the great 
equatorial plateau of Africa and the 
lake districts with the eastern seacoast, 
is destined to open up to civilization 
and to the commerce of the world the 
whole of the interior of the dark conti- 
pent. Owing to the red tape and lack of 
energy of the British foreign office, 
which has the matter in hand, barely 
60 miles of track have been laid, where- 
as during the same period General 
Kitchener’s men on the upper Nile 
have managed to lay some 300 miles of 
track across the desert in the direction 
of Abu-Hamed.—New York Tribune,

Rates Checks Tariff Bill's Progress. 


Hale Would Stop Ex-Senators 
Lobbying on the Floor. 


Both Houses Adjourn as a Mark of Respect to 
the Late Representative Cooke, 


Washington, June 25.—The senate did 
not make any marked progress With the 
tariff bill yesterday, only wading 
through the woolen schedule. Senator 
Aldrich of Rhode Island is expected to 


| be on the floor today and to take an 


active part in the management of the 
bill. Senator Allison, upon whom nearly 
the full responsibility has fallen during 
the absence of Senator Aldrich, has be- 
come very much fatigued by the strain 
of hard work, the importunities of rep- 
resentatives of special interests and the 
necessity of informing himself about de- 
tails which he did not expect to have 
in his charge. 

Senator Allison stated in reply to an 


inquiry that there was neither prob- 
| ability nor possibility that a final vote 
| could be obtained on the tariff bill by 


Saturday night, as some of the Repub- 
lican senators have been hoping might 
be the case. It seems doubtful now 


|} whether the bill will be passed even at 


the close of next week, in view of the 
many contested paragraphs to be dis- 
posed of, 

Senator Hale of Maine astonished 
his associates by moving an amendment 


| to the rules restricting the privileges of 


the floor to such former senators as are 
“not interested in any claim, or the 
prosecution of the same, or directly in 
any bill pending before congress.” 
Added to the formal motion was an ex- 
planation thet it was intended to pre- 
vent former senators from enjoying the 


| privileges of the floor to urge or oppose 


claims or bills for which they were em- 
ployed as attorneys. 

During the day Mr. Caffery of Louts- 
Jana spoke at length against the pro- 
tective system and severely arraigned 
those Democratic senators who had 


| voted for duties on wool and other ma- 
} terials. 


Mr. Caffery spoke for two hours, sum- 
ming up as follows: 

“I belleve in a tariff on luxuries, IT be- 
Neve in excise taxes, I believe in an In-

pockets of the individuals. I do not be-

JUBILEE FETES ENDED. 


London !s Assuming Normal Appearance. 
Princess of Wales’ Day. 

London, June 25.—Yesterday was em- 

phatically the Princess of Wales day and 
her idea of giving a treat to the poor 
was crowned with the greatest success. 
She was everywhere received with much 
enthusiasm. The day was very hot and 
the princess wore the simplest kind of 
a white muslin dress with figured pan- 
bles. 
Windsor castle was brilliantly illumi- 
pated last night with the changing colors 
pf Bengal lights. The magnificent 
spectacle was visible for a distance of 10 
miles. 

So far as the London public is con- 
cerned the fetes are virtually ended.

BISIHHOP FITZGERALD. 


He Will Succeed to the Position Occupied 
by Bishop Buwman, Ketired. 

Bishop James N. Fitzgerald, who is 
to succeed Bishop Bowman, the Meth- 
odist patriarch who has retired from 
active work, stands very high in the 
estimation of his fellow ecclesiastics 
He will take up his residence in St

Louis aud continue there the work 
which Bishop Bowman has had charge 
of for more than a quarter of a century. 
At present he is residing with his family 
in the City of Mexico, his duties having 
called him at various times to different 


parts of the globe and recently to that | 


city. 

Bishop Fitzgerald was born in New- 
ark, N. J., about 60 years ago. His first 
ambition was to become a lawyer, and 
he was admitted to the bar in 1856 He 
Was eminently successful in his profes- 
sion for three years, but while attend- 
ing a revival in a Newark Methodist 
church he became satisfied that his tal- 
ents were being misdirected, and he 
gave up his practice to become a preach- 
er. He was assigned to missionary work 
on the Pacific coast, and for several 
years worked among the mining camps. 
He organized the first permanent Meth- 
odist Church South in San Francisco. It 
is now known as Old Centenary. 

As a minister he developed great pow- 
er. He not only became a good pulpit 
orator, but a forcible and convincing 
writer on religious subjects, and he has 
edited several Methodist publications, 
including The Pacific Methodist. He 
Was steadily advanced from one charge 
to another and occupied numerous inn- 
portant pulpits. He also gave evidence 
of possessing rare executive power, and 
in 1888 he was elested a bishop at the 
St. Louis general conference, 

For several years he acted as record- 
ing secretary of the missionary board 
and society, and the duties of this posi- 
tion compelled him to travel much in 
this and other countries. He was also 
assistant secretary at three general con- 
ferences. Some years ago Bishop Fitz- 
gerald was elected president of the Ep- 
worth League, an organization in which 
he has taken a great deal of interest. 
He has found time during his active ca- 
reer to write some ten books. The most 
popular of these is entitled “California 
Sketches,’’ which has had a large sala

Bad Bookkeeping. 


The commission on examination of the 
Massachusetts Benefit association, says 
that it has been greatly hampered in its 
personal examination of the books and 
accounts of the association by careless and 
unsatisfactory bookkeeping, and its failure 
to enter, in a sufficiently satisfactory and 
detailed manner, items, so that the dis- 
position of the same could be ultimately 
determined. 

This condition of things is largely at- 
tributable to the lack of system on the part 
of the association in keeping its books and 
accounts, and partly to the looseness of the 
statute allowing the payment of certain 
expenses from the mortuary collections, 
without providing for a clear and distinct 
accounting of the funds thus taken from 
the mortuary account, 

“In this way the draft upon the mort- 
uary fund,’ says the commission, ** has 
been solely subject to the discretion of the 
officers of the association, who, while still 
paying themselves profits out of the ex- 
pense fund, were at the same time drawing 
moneys from the mortuary fund Lo meet 
such class of expenses, as under the loosely- 
drawn statute, they decided they might 
impose upon that fund.

MAY BE RECONSECRATED. 


A Woman's Suicide In a Church May Ne- 
cessitate Its Purification, 

The suicide recently of an unidentified 
woman in Calvary Episcopal church, 
New York, has raised a point in ecclesi- 
astical law novel to this country. The 
question which Episcopal clergymen are 
discussing now is whether the shedding 
of blood in the church calls for a recon- 
secration of the edifice. 

There is nothing in the law of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in this 
country which calls for such reconsecra- 
tion, but in the English church the ne- 
cessity for wiping out the stain caused 
by the shedding of blood in a sacred edi- 
fice iserecognized. There, however, the 
occasion has arisen so seldom that when 
in St. Paul’s cathedral, in London, in 
1890, Edward Easton, a surveyor’s 
clerk, shot himself, the cathedral an- 
thorities were at a loss for atime how 
to act. To ascertain if any special serv- 
ice would be necessary the dean and 
chapter of the cathedral finally wrote to 
the bishop of London. The bishop, in 
response to this address, conducted a 
‘service of reconciliation, or act of rep- 
aration to Almighty God, for the dis- 
honor done to his sanctuary.’’ 

It is contended by some clergymen 
that the suicide of the woman in Cal- 
vary church does not place that edifice 
under the ban of pollation, as the deed 
was committed in the vestibule and not 
in the auditorium. The matter is so un- 
certain that it will be left for Bishop 
Potter to decide on his return in the au- 
tumn.—Exchange. 


EMIGRANTS FOR AFRICA. 


Philafrican League Will Establish 
lages of Freed Slaves There. 

The Philafrican league, which was 
organized in New York city last year to 
acquire fertile lands in Africa and es- 
tablish on them model villages of freed 
slaves and free natives to be educated 
in farming, handicrafts and unsectarian 
Christianity, is about to begin active 
work in Africa. The league is now fit- 
ting out 4 party which will leave for 
Africa next month. It will be under the 
leadership of Mr. Heli Chatelain, the 
secretary and manager of the league, 
who has devoted many years to mission- 
ary and scientific work in Africa and is 
regarded as one of the leading African- 
ists of the day. 

Mr. Chatelain will take with him as 
the advance party Mr. and Mrs, Frank 
T. Lea from Bethany college, Virginia; 
J. F. Rodman, a graduate of the New 
York Trade school, and William C. 
Bell, a graduate of the College of Agri- 
culture, Cornell university. Their ob- 
jective point is on the high and compar- 
atively healthful plateau east of Portu- 
guese Angola, among the Ma-Kioko peo- 
ple, u nation of famous hunters, metal 
workers and slave raiders. It is possible 
that other workers may be added to the 
party before it sails.

He Secures an English Contract. 


Frank J. Sprague, president of the 
Sprague Electric Elevator company, 
whose plant is at Watsessing, N. J., has 
secured the contract for the construction 
of elevators for the London underground 
railroad. Mr. Sprague has been in Lon- 
don for some time looking after the 
work. 

The contract involves about $500,000 
and will keep a large force of men at 
work for over a year. The elevators will 
be large ones and will be equal to the 
combined power of two of the com- 
pany’s largest type elevators. The ele- 
vator cars will be about 20 feet in di- 
ameter and the lift will be 60 feet.

What is considered the most important 
figure pane] in glass mosaic ever at- 
tempted in this country was recently 
completed by the Tiffany Glass and 
Decorating company of New York city 
and soon will find a place in the First 
Unitarian church of Bultimore. The 
panel represents ‘‘The Last Supper.”’ it 
is a gift to the church from certain 
members of the congregation. 

The mosaic is 18 feet long and 9 feet 
high. It shows that a vast range of color 
can be found in American glass and 
American methods in this field of dec- 
orative art. Louis C. Tiffany designed 
the coloring. 


Interesting Wealth Statistics. 

In a table recently prepared by Mr. 
Thomas G. Shearman, the statistician 
and political economist lawyer of New 
York, he says that there are in this 
country 200 persons worth $20,000,000 
each, 400 persons worth $10,000,000 
each, 1,000 persons worth $5,000,000 
each, 2,000 persons worth $2,500,000 
each and 6,000 persons worth $1,000,- 
000 each. ‘The totals of these are $24,- 
000,000,000 owned by 9,600 persons. 
He further estimates that of the 70, 000, - 
000 people in this country less than 25,- 
000 of them possess more than half its 
wealth.

The $50 gold 
piece of California commands a premi- 
um of from $10 to $15, but the $2.50, 
$5, $10, $20 and $25 gold pieces made 
from 1849 to 1861 by private firms and 
assay Offices in California, Colorado and 
Oregon, because they do not come up to 
the mint standard of purity, are most- 
ly below par. 

‘For the same reason the Mormon 
gold coins of Utah issued under the di- 
rection of the late Brigham Young and 


largely circulated from 1849 10 1860 
will fetch very little more than their 
face value. Some of the old colonial 


coins have high values. The ‘pine tree’ 
shilling of 1650 is worth $25. A Mary- 
land shilling of 1659 is valued at $10 and 
a Louisiana crown, coined in France, at 
$25. The copper threepence of Connect- 
icut, issued in 1727, is appraised at 
$30. One variety has the inscription, ‘I 


| am a gdod copper, ’’ and another has the 


device of an ax, with the words, ‘I cut 
my way through.’ A Florida silver half 
dollar of 1760 is worth $10, while the 
Virginia silver half dollar of 1773 is 
valued at $2. The pewter continental 
of 1776 we will pay $3 for. A 
gold Vermont doubloon is worth $200, 
and a Vermont silver half dollar will 
fetch $100. The Massachusetts cent of 
1755 is valued at $10. Washington sil- 
ver pieces of 1792, bearing the bust and 
name of G. Washington, will fetch $50 
each. All of the Washington coins, 
both of silver and copper, were minted 
in England as patterns, but the designs 
were not accepted, because it was con- 
sidered contrary to the principles of our 
government to stamp the head of the 
president upon our coins.’’

INDEPENDENCE DAY. 


Its Peculiar Significance—Suggestions as to 
Its Observance. 

No national holiday kept anywhere 
among the peoples of the world has quite 
the significance which we attach to the 
Fourth of July. England has no such fete 
day. Her development has been slow, 
continuous, unmarred by any really rad- 
ical convulsions which essentially up- 
turned her political status. France, it 
is true, celebrates the taking of the Bas- 
tille, which inaugurated the French revyo- 
lution, but it isin a perfunctory fashion, 
which in no way reflects a great national 
sentiment. Germany makes an imperial 
holiday of the date of the self crowning 
of Emperor William I at Versailles, but 
this is rather a glorification of the Hohen- 
zollern race, specially dear to the Prus- 
sian heart, and only acquiesced in by the 
rest of the Germanic empire, which has 
had many kaisers of other reigning fam- 
ilies before. 

The Declaration of Independence on 
July 4, 1776, with us had a_ peculiar sig- 
nificance, far greater than Lexington, or 
Bunker Hill, or the storming of Ticon- 
deroga, or the first organization of the 
continental congress, al] of which occurred 
in 1775. The act of pom®tical birth was 
fully consummated before that solemn 


| appeal to the world and to history, which 


we call Independence day. But all that 


| year of straiggle before the adoption of 


Jefferson's great masterpiece of national 
self assertion simply marked us in the 
eyes of foreign natiuns as rebels fighting 
against their rightful sovereign. When 
the declaration pealed out its resounding 
trumpet tones to humanity, the power 
and logic of the plea in justification of 


| the taking up of arms at once gave usa 


new status. It was the legal seal which 
consecrated and made official the actual 
fact. Thenceforward the United States 
began to known not as a rebellious 
mob, but asa gallant people, struggling 
against tyrannical oppressors. Probably 
no political act ever had more immediate 
and radical effect than this great docu- 
ment, far more indeed than its author and 
signers ever anticipated. They considered 
they owed it to themselves and to the 
cause they represented to set forth the rea- 
sons for revolt to the world. It was at 
once glorified as the magna charta of a 
newborn commonwealth. Thenceforward 
it was but nsotural that our history as a

| people should date from this time, as it 


was the cornerstone, even the whole 
foundation, of our nation building. 

It has sometimes been said that the cele- 
bration of the independence anniversary 
has fallen off in the physical joyousness 
and enthusiasm which used to make it

Visit to Mexico. 


LETTER NO. XVI. 


The markets are always places of inter- 
est, either at home or abroad, and we found 
them no less so in the city of Mexico; 
on account of the large variety of articles 
offered for sale, including meats, vegeta- 
bles, fruits, dry goods, laces, shoes, poultry, 
heathen gods, toys, jewelry, birds, dogs 
and numerous other things, which were 
exhibited inside the buildings and out on 
the sidewalks,—and even far into the 
street; the goods shown outside being 
spread on the ground. Meats were not 
kept on ice, as in this country, but re- 
mained sweet from six to eight days hung 
in the market while the thermometer ran 
from eighty to ninety, owing, we were told,

Many articles are very cheap, but those 
|shipped from the United States, such as 
| sugar, butter, eggs, etc., are very high. 
|Good butter, the storekeeper asks 75 
|cents; sugar 32 cents per pound, They 
have a dark lump sugar, manufactured in 
Mexico, which is sold much cheaper. 
| At the market numerous purchases were 
| made of the handy work of the natives, 
| More expensive souvenirs were obtained at 
| the extensive dry goods and jewelry stores, 
' including silks, laces and opals. In regard 
|to the parchase of the latter by a novice 
in that line we consider it a game of 
chance,—as the chance of getting a stone 
| worth $50 for 50 cents from a street vender, 
| whose judgment is often times no better 
than that of the purchaser, is liable to 
occur,—at least one such purchase is said 
{to have been made bya member of our 
| party. Another purchase of opals, that 
| came under our notice, was of three stones 
| by one of the delegates. He paid 50 cents 
|for one, $2 for another and $3 for the 
|third; the one for which he paid 50 cents 
proved to be worth $20, while the higher 
priced ones were said to be worthless. In 
|the purchase of opals, as with everything 
else sold by the Mexicans on the streets, 
they were generally secured for half the 
first price asked for them. 

The city of Mexico resembles in many 
respects those of our own country. Its 
streets are well laid out, are quite broad, 
and, asa general thing, are kept compar- 
atively clean. San Francisco avenue 
the principal street, and runs through the 
city from the plaza, one of the finest parks. 
It is free from horse-cars* as they are 
forced to occupy streets o1) either sid 
this avenue, running parallel.

Many of the 
buildings are of American style, and have 
been built by Americans to quite an ex- 
tent. The City Hall, the president's city 
palace and the government buildings are 
avout the plaza, while the swell residences 
are out on the Pasao or on San Francisco 
avenue. Many of these are American in 
style and very fine. Most of the hotels in 
the city are conducted on the European 
plan, and are very similar to lodging- 
houses, as they supply only rooms, and you 
are obliged to get your meals in residences 
outside. Usually, however, you will find 
one in the same court with the hotel, 

At the railroad station you find hacks 
that will carry you to any part of the city. 
There are three classes to select from, in- 
dicated by little tin flags. The prices are 
50 cents, $1.00 and $1.50 per hour. Hire 
; your hack by the hour, then you can put 
in one or four passengers as you like, the 
price is the same, 

The hacks carry no baggage, and you are 
obliged to hire a native if you have any to 
learry. There are Many at the depots 
| willing to take it; they are called ** car- 
gadores,’”’ and a brass plate on their breast 
bearing a number indicates they are 
licensed. These men are said to be honest 
and reliable; they meet all trains, and will 
for a small sum of money carry your 
| baggage—anything from a trunk to a piano 
;—on their backs, to any place you desire it 
delivered, trotting along under the burden 
barefooted and seemingly with little diffi- 
| culty. 

One of the noticeable things in Mexico

One of the prettiest sights we saw in 
Mexico was the flower market, which is 
open each Sunday morning on the west 
side of the cathedral. In a- little pavilion 
| of glass, we saw large quantities of pansies, 
forget-me-nots, blue violets, tied up dain- 
tily with clusters of maiden-hair fern, 
double white violets, camellias, roses, in 
short, all the lovely products of our 
northern hot-houses, found bere in such 
profusion that five cents of our money will 
procure a dozen delicate tea roses and buds. 
For fifty cents one receives a mammouth 
bouquet wrapped about with laced paper 
and so heavy it is uncomfortable to carry 
even in both hands. Beautiful pillows 
and wreaths are supported by the many 
pillars, while handfals of pretty blossoms 
lie heaped, one upon another, awaiting the 
effect of their charms upon the bebolder. 
On Saturday evening Rev. Dr. J. W. 
Butler, who is in charge of the Methodist 
mission work in the city, called upon the 
editors gathered at Hotel Yturbide and 
gave allacordial invitation to attend his 
church the next morning ; and many ac- 
cepted the invitation. The church is just 
across the street from the hotel, and isa 
part of what once was Montezuma’s palace. 
Services are held every Sabbath—first in 
the Spanish, then in the English language. 
We did not attend, but find in the 
Farmington, Maine, Chronicle, pubiisbed 
by Brother Hunter, who was with us, the 
following report of Dr. Butler's discourse: 
“Dr. Butler spoke upon Mexico’s in- 
dependence and the wonderful reform 
movement now progressing so successfuliy 
in the country; he traced the history of 
Mexico and showed how Spain had ruled 
there simply for her own enrichment and 
not for the good of the people. He said: 
Humboldt believed there were 30,000,000 
people here when the Spanish came, while 
there were but 13,000,000 here today. ‘The 
early people ever kept in mind the idea of 
a supreme being. Just across the lake here 
will be found the ruins of the ancient city 
where resided the King David of this 
country.

WENT UP ON A KITE. 


NEW MODE OF AERIAL NAVIGATION 
EXPECTED TO BE A SUCCESS. 


Fhe New Vessel Is Remarkably Steady In 
Midair and Phenomenal Results Are Ex- 
pected From It—Patterns of the Kite 


Ordered For an Observatory. 


About a year ago Charles H. Lamson’s 
experiments with his mammoth airship 
at Rigby park, Portland, Me., attracted 
general attention. This exploit was re- 
garded then by Professor Eddy and other 
experts as the most advanced scientific 
airship experiment attained up to that 
time. The experiments then made were 
with adummy. Since that time Mr. 
Lamson has been working steadily and 
recently, by a personal asgnsion on his 
airship, demonstrated that he has every 
reason to hope that before long he will 
attain with his invention phenomenal 
results in aerial navigation. 

On the occasion mentioned the most 
wonderful part of his experiments was 
the steadiness of the ship while in mid- 
air, and this great feature of the Lam- 
son ship was again made evident by the 
recent trials. Lamson asserted a year 
ago that he would one day denfonstrate 
the feasibility of his plan of aerial nav- 
igation, and when the latest trials were 
over the critics who watched them 
agreed that he hud gone a long way to- 
ward making his claim pood. 

At the last attempts which 
made at Falmouth Foreside Lamson as- 
cended to a height of nearly 100 feet on 
one of his airships. He went up easily 
and came down all right after spending 
time enough up aloft to look about him 
and feel the novel sensation of kiting 
through the air. Mr. A. Lawrence 
Rotch, founder and director of the Blue 
Hill Meteorological observatory, near 
Boston, went to Portland, accompanied 
by his two assistants, H. H. Clayton 
and S$. P. Furguson, to spend the day 
with Lamson and test some of his newly 
constructed kites. The steamer was tak- 
en for Waite’s Landing, where Gen- 
eral J. M. Brown had given the use of 
his big hayfields and barns near the 
shore. The day and wind were favorable, 
and many tests were made of the lifting 
capacity of the various forms of kites to 
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ship was brought out an success- 
fully launched. It was allowed to re- 
main up several hours. It was on this 
kite that Mr. Lamson made the ascent. 
He was delighted with the novel expe- 
rience and the easy motion of the kite, 
and while it was desmed advisable not 
to go higher Mr. Lamson would have 
enjoyed a trip still nearer the clouds. 
Only three or four other men have gone 
up With kites, and some of them have 
been raised from the ground by tackle 
after the kite was sent up. In this case 
the rider started from terra firma with 
the kite itself, running along the ground 
as the kite was drawn forward to give 
it the initial force. This kite may be 
taken as a fair illustration of what the 
experts who saw the trial declared will 
be the coming airship.—New York Sun. 


Preached From a Pulpit 200 Feet High. 

In the wildest and most picturesque 
section of Wirt county, near Ceston, W. 
Va., a huge rock, known as Devil’s Tea 
Table, hangs over the river, high above 
the valley. Recently the Rev. John 
Bonnett, un eccentric mountain evan- 
gelist, announced that he would preach 
from this rock on the following Sun- 
day. During Saturday night and early 
Sunday morning the backwoodsmen 
and their families began gathering at 
the foot of the rock, and by 11 o’clock 
over 1,000 persons awaited the advent 
of the preacher, who soon appeared on 
the edge of the rock and delivered his 
sermon from a pulpit 200 feet above 
his congregation, his text being *‘On 
this rock I build my church.”

Secretary of State Sherman Says They Destroy 
Competition. 

New York, June,28.—The Press prints 
@n interview witht Secretary Sherman, 
who is in the city. t 

On the subject of trusts the secretary 
talked quite freely. He said: 

“The question of the trusts is al- 
together the most important of the day. 
A combination of persons engaged in 
common interests‘seems on its face to 
be all right and fair enough, but it breaks 
down competition and crowds out small 
establishments. 

“The anti-trust law Its not strong 
enough. I wrote it, and the committee 
on judiciary made changes in it which 
weakened it. I favor making unlawful 
all combinations in restraint of trade 
in the most direct manner. Trusts 
claim to make lower prices, but I don’t 
believe it. 

“They put in the hands of a few men 
the control of important industries and 
say the effect is to reduce prices, I 
don't think so. People have a fight to 
compete with these industries.

Secretary of the Treasury Gage Talks on the 
Revival of Business. 
Washington, June 28.—"The evidence 
I have obtained from all sections of the 
country, from the press, from callers 


and from personal correspondence, all | 


point in one direction—an actual im- 
provement in trade and in manufac- 
tures,”’ Secretary of the Treasury Gage 
said yesterday. “In some places this 
improvement is more marked than in 
others, and in some localities it has been 
scarcely felt at all. Ido not keep a book 


showing these various instances, and | 


therefore am unable to state just where 
the improvements are most noticeable, 

“The business situation is particularly 
improved, by reason of increased ae 
and enlarged manufactories in varios 
kinds of industry. As an illustration, I 
may cite the experience of a friend who 
called upon me several days ago. He is 
a manufacturer of furnaces. He told 
me he had more orders to execute at 
this time than he had during the entire 


year of 1896. His is rather a marked | 
case, Others are less marked, but all | 


show an improvement. No one has 
spoken to me within the last month in 
a tone of discouragement. All of those 
with whom I have talked speak witha 
hope and expectation of prosperity, 
which is justified, they think, by a de- 
gree of improvement in their business 
affairs. 

“The business outlook fs very encour- 
aging. Every man set at work creates 
a new demand that helps another man 
to secure employment. A forward and 
upward movement is like a snowball 


which gains accretions as It rolls. The | 


contrary tendency may be compared to 
a stationary snowball, which melts and 
soon dissipates. By the onward move- 
ment the ball gathers force as it goes, 
and while It may be some time before 
we have the intensity of motion which 
we would like to see, we must be sat- 
isfied if our progress is gradual, {if it be 
constantly in the right direction. 

“Of course, a settlement of the tariff 

question will furnish the country with 
the necessary data from which to make 
all the ‘necessary estimates, and if not 
intimidated by war alarms or other de- 
pressing influences, and if sustained by 
the expectation of necessary financial 
reforms next winter, there {s no good 
reason that can be pointed out to prog- 
nosticate a change except a recovery 
from business depression. 
} “Naturally, I am in the same position 
as everybody else with reference to the 
features of the tariff bill which will ul- 
timately reach the president. All that 
I can say about that measure is that it 
Is a foundation upon which the people 
can build figures.”

“Trust,’’ and showed the difficulties in 
making the Sugar trust and Standard 
Oil trust amenable to federal law. He 
regarded these monopolies as a menace 
to the republic, and was hopeful that 
some means might be found to check 
them, yet he could not say how they could 
be hit. The state could limit their 
amount of capital, which weuld be one 
effective means of dealing with them. 

Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky said that in 
the case of a confessed monopoly, such 
as the Sugar trust, one effective means 
of dealing with it would be to extend It 
no further bencfits from tariff legisia- 
tion. 

Mr. Hoar replied that the 
this was that the policy seemed to be 
established that revenue was to be raised 
on refined sugar, and it was further de- 
sired that the business of refining sugar 
shall be done in this country rather than 
abroad.

FREE KINDERGARTEN. 


Parents and Children of John Han- 
cock District Favored. 


A free kindergarten school was opened 
Monday in the John Hancock school 
building, under the auspices of the Quincy 
Home Science Association, and at present 
has 48 pupils. It is hoped that number 
will be increased as it seems likely to be 
as soon as the object and purpose becomes 
more generally known. 

The school is in charge of Miss R. Trask 
of Weymouth, a lady with a large ex- 
perience in this class of schools and in 
the East Braintree Kindergarten school. 
She is assisted by Miss Walker and Miss 
Perry. 

When the school opened Monday many 
of the parents came with their children 
and at once became greatly interested in 
the work, for not only does it take the 
children from their care and keep them off 
the streets but it begins their education as 
well and in such a manner that from the 
firstthe child becomes interested. Only 
those children under school age are eligible. 

It is the purpose of the Association to 
maintain the kindergarten during the 
summer months and during the fall and 
winter to hold free lectures on home 
science subjecis. 

The Quincy Home Science Association, 
takes up subjects connected with home and 
family life. The membership fee is fifty 
cents and the money thus obtained is ex- 
pended in carrying on the work.

RACE CALLED FOR 5:30 


—_—_—_ 


Fornell, Columbia and University of 
Pennsylvania Race Today, 


Crews In Fine Condition and 
Fast Time Expected. 


Cornell Secures the Best Course Unless the 
Race Is Delayed. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 80.—An- 
other triangular freshmen race will, 
weather and tide permitting, be rowed 
this afternoon. Cornell, Columbia and 
Pennsylvania are the contestants. Each 
crew is in fine condition, and a swift race 
is expected. The race is set for 5:30. 

In the drawing of positions Cornell 
got the advantage by drawing the out- 
tide course, nearest the channel, while 
Pennsylvania got the worst position, 
by drawing the shore course. Columbia 
is in the middle. Such favor as Cor- 
nell is supposed to gaig by her success- 
ful draw is, however, subject to the 
hour of starting. Old river men say 
that if the race should be delayed an 
hour the advantage that Cornell seem- 
ingly has will go to Pennsylvania, as 
the tide in the centre where Cornell rows 
will begin to turn or to be slack, while 
where Pennsylvania rows it will be 
running out extra fast just before the 
full ebb. 

There was a curious mix up over the 
selection of a referee. When Manager 
Sinkler of Pennsylvania, Fearing of 
Columbia and Murdock of Cornell met 
to draw for positions they understood 
that they would meet George 53. Mum- 
ford of Harvard, whom it was practically 
agreed should be referee. Mr. Mum- 
ford was not there, und there was 
no word from him. Then it tran- 
spired that about 10 different people 
had been asked to referee the race, and 
that the answers of acceptance, if there 
were any, w re in the hands of the col- 
lege representatives, Mr. Wheeler of 
Cornell, Mr. Bangs of Columbia 2 1 
Mr. Reath of Pennsylvania.

MANY ASPIRANTS. 


A Dozen Candidates Seek Democratic Nomina- 
tion For Governor of Ohio. 

Columbus, O., June 80.—When the 
Democratic delegates met by districts 
it developed that there W@ a strong 
feeling against some of McLean’s man- 
agers, because of their attempt to dic- 
tate the state nominations, especially 
that of R. T. Hough for governor. - After 
the pulse of the delegates had been felt 
in these preliminary meetings a con- 
ference was called last night between 
McLean's lieutenants and other leaders. 

The McLean men carried all of the 
21 congressional districts by large ma- 
jorities for members of the state central 
committee, and for all other committees, 
but many who co-operated with them at 
these meetings objected to the word be- 
ing given out for any one of the dozen 
candidates for governor. 

The members of the state central com- 
mittee are all classed as silver men and 
favorable to McLean for senator, with 
possibly two exceptions. 

After the meeting of the delegates 
by districts, there was a movement to 
bring out a new man for governor, one 
who had not been involved in the com- 
plications of the past two days, and 
General A. J. Warner, president of the 
National Bimetallic league, and one of 
the original silver advocates in con- 
gress, Was most prominently mentioned 
as the dark horse. 

The convention assembled at 10 a. m. 
today, and it is stated that there will 
be no recess or adjournment until a 
nomination is made for governor. It 
is believed that some of the candidates 
will drop out early, but that there will 
be almost a dozen names presented for 
governor. 

The committee on resolutions or- 
ganized with General A. J. Warner as 
chairman and D. S. Oliver as secretary. 
The following sub-committee was ap- 
pointed to draft a platform: A. J. 
Warner, F. B. Finley, Allen O. Myers, 
George Moore, W. T. Hockey. This 
committee reported to the full commit- 
tee, and after discussing the platform 
till after midnight it was adopted. 

All the resolutions on Cuba, tariff and 
everything else were thrown away. The 
Chicago platform is reaffirmed, and that 
part of it which refers to the financial 
question is reincorporated in the same 
language as that used at Chicago. This 
is all the platform that McLean wanted 
in the state convention last year, and it

Judgment Against Quincy. 

In the Norfolk superior court, in the 
case of James Ward vs. Josiah P. Quincy, 
the court has ordered judgment for the 
plaintiff as of June 1, for $1,035, the 
plaintiff having consented to have judg 
ment entered for that sum rather than 
bave a new trial granted.

Over Former’s Immigration 
Tax Amendment. 


Quay Creates a Laugh by Voting With the 
South Carolinian. 


Washington, June 30.—The tariff bill 
was taken up yesterday on paragraph 
189, re'ating to watch movements, clocks, 
etc. 

Mr. Lodge said that the watch industry 
had been revolutionized by American 
machinery. We make watches so much 
better and cheaper that no hand-made 
watch could compete with them. Now 
the Swiss makers had bought Amer- 
ican machinery and operated it with 
comparatively cheap labor. 

Mr. Hoar, after reviewing the growth 
of the American watch industry, pre- 
dicted that the proposed duties would 
give the American market better Amer- 
ican watches and in time at a reduction 
of 50 to 60 per cent of present prices. 

The paragraph was agreed to. 

Mr. Tillman was recognized for a 
speech in support of his amendment to 
the tariff bill: 

“That there shall be collected a head 
tax of $100 on all immigrants coming to 
the United States.” 

Mr. Tillman spoke of the rapid spread 
of pauperism, as shown by the statistics 
of the jails and prisons. It was time, 
he said, to keep platform promises to do 
something for labor, to keep back the 
500,000 immigrants arriving annually 
and to place a value on American citizen- 
ship. 

“To sell it at $100 a head,” suggested 
Mr. Chandler, ironicaly. 

“Oh, if the senator ‘wants a colloquy 
with me he can havdit before I get 
through,” answered Mr. Tillman. 

Mr. Tillman spoke of the miserabl 
condition of the coal miners of Pennsyl 
vania, and read from official reports, say- 
ing many of the miners were compelled 
to live like beasts. And this, exclaimed 
Mr. Tillman, derisively, when senators 
were framing their laws for protection 
of American labor and American in- 
dustry.
